Before the affair could be arranged the 
regiments were separated and the men did 
not see each other again until they met in 
Chicago ten years ago. Then they patched 
up old breaches and became friends. 

Yesterday morning, however, they renewed 


the old question in Dames' saloon. Profes- 


sional rivairy had not cooled in a far land, 
and after a hot exchange of charges and 
counter charges, Dames clinched his argu- 
ment by saying, just as he had said in Prussia 
before: 

“You Pioneers are nothing but porters, 
anyhow. You are servants of the men who 
do the fighting and fit only to clean their

The real cause of the sudden end of the 
Ute of E. P. Herrick, the fruit commfssion 
merchant who dropped dead on Thursday 
night white sitting with friends on the Reig 
of his house, 4405 Champlain avenue, is stil! 
unexplained. It will not be known positively 
until Professor Mark Delafontaine, the 
chemist who is to analyze the contents of 
the stomach, has finished his task and sub- 
mitted his report to the Coroner. The 
stomach is stt in the possession of Dr. 
Joseph Springer of the Coroner’s office, and 
will be turned over to Professor Delafon- 
taine as soon as the arrangements between 


E. T. Herrick and the professor have been 


settled, 


Tells of Earlier Cases. 

The coincidence of the various deaths in 
the Herrick family continued to excite in- 
terest. Dr. W. T. Gilman, 2300 Indiana ave- 
nue, who had treated the first wife of Mr. 
Herrick, Mrs. Tontinoe, and the wife of 


a concise history of the three cases, as 
follows: 

“Mrs. E. P. Herrick was taken sick one 
afternoon in August, 1899, and I was called 
to attend her. She displayed symptoms of 
an acute case of cholera morbus, which, 
however, yielded to prompt treatment. On 
the following morning the patient felt so. 
much better that I did not call. At2o’clock 
that afternoon I was called by telephone and 
found the patient in a complete state of 
collapse. At my suggestion Dr. Charles M. 
Fosdick was consulted, but Mrs. Herrick 
died twenty minutes after his arrival. 1 
found that the patient had been given ice 
water with her meal and that my injunctions 
as to her diet had not been obeyed. 

Mrs. Tontinoe also showed symptoms of 
acute cholera morbus, but improved after 
she had taken the medicine which I pre- 
scribed. She mended so rapidly that I was 
told not to call unless I was called. On the 
following day I was called again and found 
the patient much worse. I prescribed for 
her and she became better after she had 
taken the medicine. At 4 o’clock on the fol- 
lowing morning I was informed by telephone 
that Mrs. Tontinoe was much. worse, and at 
my recommendation Dr. Fosdick was called. 
He was with her when she died, and he 
stated in the death certificate that she had 
died of uremic poisoning.” | 

Recovered in a Hospital. 

“In the case of the young Mrs. Herrick 
the symptoms were also those of cholera 
morbus. I prescribed some medicine for her, 
ordered the usual diet in such cases, and 
asked Mr. Herrick to remain with his wife 
and look after her wants, because I was 
afraid she would otherwise not have the 
proper attention. . Mr. Herrick stayed at 


nome that day and his wife improved so 2 
that on the following day he went to his office 


again. When he came home he found his 
wife much worse and called me. I advised 
him, by all means, to send her to some good 
hospital, and he followed my advice. After 
having been at the Hahnemann Hospital 
about a week Mrs, Herrick was restored to 


health.“ 


Dr. Gilman added that cholera morbus 
seldom caused the death of the patient and 
that the cases of Mrs. E. P. Herrick and 
Mrs. Tontinoe were the only fatal cases of 
that kind in his long practice. 


Some Poison Is Present.

„Had it not been for the request of the 
children of the deceased to give them an 
opportunity to have the case investigated 
further, I would have given the verdict that 
Edward P. Herrick died of heart disease.

The friends of the Building Trades council 
scored a point when they urged that no one 
should be opposed to leaving the settlement 
‘of the matter to a referendum, and least of 
all the delegates representing the unions 
who favored withdrawal; that it was the 


only just way of settling the matter. 


May Mean to Hold It Up. 

nne it is understood that last night’s 
122 positively contemplates a referendum 
vote, it was announced after the meeting 
by one of the delegates that the ordering of 
the vote rested entirely with the Executive 
council, which had been given full power 
to act, and that no referendum vote would 
be had unless the council so ordered. Ac- 
cording to this it is in the power of this body 
to hold the matter up indefinitely, and this 
was charged by those delegates favoring im- 
mediate withdrawal to be the purpose of last 
night's action.

This is especially conspicuous in taking 
the census of a city like New York, where 
‘tthe small families of the well-to-do native 
born Americans may be contrasted with the 
swarming thousands of children in the Ital- 
ian and Jewish sections of the city.

may be seen in the factory towns of New 


England, which have been crowded by the 


French-Canadians. 


When at home in the Province of Gus? 


bec, where machinery either for shops or 
farms is practically unknown, the French 
Canadians have families frequently num- 
bering from ten to twenty members, while 
those who immigrate to Nashua, Manches- 
ter, and Lynn are not noticed to have fam- 
ilies that are larger than their neighbors’. 
“The higher the civilization the more 
difficult it is to ealculate exactly the rate 
of increase in a given time. In countries 
like China or in the peasant districts of 
Europe, where society is slightly or simply 
organized, it is an easy matter to make 
estimates of population. You have only to 
figure the natural rate of increase, sub- 
tract the loss from famines, wars, and 
plagues, and the result is obtained. ag

The cablegram of Admiral Remey, trans- 


| mitting the report of General Chaffee as 


to the battle of Yang Tsun, together with 
the report.of General Gaselee, the English 
Comander at the front, contains few details 
not already’ known. 

General Gaselee's statement shows that 
the Chinese occupied trenches and that 
the foreign forces were compelled to assault 
them. Finally, after forming their line, 
the allies were obliged to charge over a 
stretch of territory, three miles in extent, 
directly into the teeth of the Chinese rifle 
and shell fire. 

The intense heat in that section of China 
at this season of the year gives the of- 
ficials of the War department a full realiza- 
tion of the arduous work which such a 
charge involved, and the news that there 
were many prostrations and deaths from 
sunstroke creates little surprise. 

Perhaps the most important statement in 


„the dispatch is the one to the effect that 


the next move of the allies is as yet un- 
known. Whether Admiral Remey makes 
this statement on his own account, or wheth- 
er he intends it to be understood that the 
statement was included in General Chaffee’s 
telegram from the front, the officials at 
neither the War nor the Navy department 
are certain from the wording of the cable- 
gram. The general belief, however, is that 
it is General Chaffee’s own statement. 


May Have to Consult Again. 

It is known that the commanders of the 
allied forces, when they arranged for the ad- 
vance from Tien Tsin, had agreed to make 
Yang Tsun the objective. This statement 
was contained in General Chaffee’s dispatch 
outlining the plan of the advance movement. 
It is presumed, therefore, that, having car- 
ried out successfully the plan for the move- 
ment as far as Yang Tsun, the commanders 
of the allies will have to go into consultation 
again to decide upon the further course of 
the advance from that point to Pekin. 

This is considered unfortunate, owing to 
the possibility that dissensions and jealous- 
les may arise which will delay further ad- 
vance.

J. M. Dickinson, a Tien Tsin business-man, 
is homeward bound after having suffered 
much loss through the depredations of Box- 
ers. His residence in Tien Tsin was burned 
and his place of business bombarded. 


BOXER TROUBLE HURTS MILLS. 


New England Cotton Spinners Com- 
pelled to Shut Down by an 
Uncertain Market. 

Boston, Aug. 11.—[Special.]—The situation 
in China is fast creating a condition of panic 
in the mill industries of New England, and 
especially in the cotton print district. With- 
in the last week ten big’ mills have shut 
cows for periods varying from a fortnight 
to a month and other suspensions are con- 
templated for indefinite periods. 

It is estimated that 20,000 persons in New 
England are out of employment owing to 
the curtailment of production on account 
of the uncertainty of the market. This is

WIFE AND CHILD OF CHINESE EN- 
Vor ALMOST DROWNED. 


Fang and 
Her Little Son, with Several Friends, 
Narrowly Escape Meeting Death 
Through the Boat Springing a Leak 
Captain Signals for Aid, and One by 
One Occupants of Fast-Sinking V 


i Cape May, N. J., Aug. 11.—[Special.]— 

Mme. Wu, the wife of the Chinese Minister 
at Washington; her young son, and a party 
of friends had a narrow escape from a serious 
yachting accident today. 

While sailing in Cape Island Sound their 
yacht sprung a leak and filled rapidly. But 
for prompt assistance the vessel would have 
gone down and several lives would have been 
lost.

Undertaking Firm Accused by Warden 


Graham of County Hospital of Pe- 
culiar Business Methods. 


Warden James H. Graham of the Cook

Dougall company, undertakers, are involved 
in a dispute as to the manner in which the 
latter came into possession of the remains 
of Homer Young, who died at the hospital 
last Wednesday.

I am sat- 
isfied that they could not have been author- 
ized by him to write the order. I told Mr. 
Hamburg that I thought the order was not 
authorized, and he said he would bring the 
telegram to show me, but he has not done 
so as yet.“ | 

Mr. Hamburg exhibited a telegram last 
night which he declared had been sent him 
by Mr. Young. It was signed J. C. Young, 
and the hour of its arrival in Chicago, 8:47 
a. m. on Aug. 9, provéd, according to Mr.

PARKER TALKS OF LAKE BLUFF. 


President of Chicago Institute Ad- 
dresses Conference on Relation of Ed- 
ucation to Sociological Movement. 


Colonel F. W. Parker, President of the 
Chicago Institute, delivered an address last 
night at Lake Bluff before the sociological 
conference on The New Education and Its

The general discussion which opened the 
morning session resulted in the conclusion 
that the Christian citizen could always bring 
his religious belief into his citizenship; that 
he had no right to drop his moral convictions 
when he votes, and that the officer elected 
must run his office in harmony with Christian 
morality.

STRANGE TALE OF A FARMER 


Columbus, O., Aug. 11.—I[Spectal. -The 
slayers of Express Messenger Lane in the 
mysterious robbery on a moving train on the 
Pennsylvania” road last night are etill at 
large and no clew yet found gives promise 
of the early arrest of thebandits. Every fact 
disclosed today will be followed up by the 
detectives in the hope of learning the identity 
of the bandits. The chief features in today’s 
developments are the discovery of a man who 
heard shots as the train passed hid house; 
a statement by a farm hand, who stole a ride 
on the train, three 
tramps, also on the car steps, and the de- 
scription of a stranger who stopped at the 
village hotel at Plain City last night, andon 
departing this morning left behind a revolver 
recently fired, of the same caliber as the one 


used in killing Lane. 


Farm Laborer Gives a Clew. 

A description of the man was 
here and the police are looking for him. 

J. F. Hamilton, a farm laborer, who ts 
employed in the vicinity of Raymond, gave 
the most important clews obtained in the 
case. He said that Thursday night he went 
to Plain City to pay a visit, and that Friday 
night he returned home on the train on 
which the robbery was committed. He 
stole the ride, perching himself upon the 
steps in front of the first mail coach behind 
the locomotive. 

When Hamilton boarded the train he 
found three men sitting on the steps. One 
of them was a strongly built man, about 5 
feet 11 inches tall, and weighing about 160 
pounds, he judged. Me looked to be about 
22 years old, was smooth faced, and of a 
dark complexion, and wore a black slouch 
hat. The second man was young, not more 
than 18 years old, and looked to the farmer 
like a Jew. He wore a black coat, buttoned 
up. The third man he could not describe.

him gruffly he had better get inside the vesti- 
bule. He did not like their leoks and did as 
they ordered. They appeared nervous and 
whispered constantly. He supposed they 
were stealing a ride and were afraid of being

At Marble Cliff the train stopped to let on 
@ passenger. Hamilton looked out and saw 
two men in blue coats. He thought they 
were policemen and he jumped off the train 
and walked down the track. In passing 
what he believed te be the third car he looked 
in through the open door and saw a heavy 
set, short man in his shirt sleeves working, 
while another was sitting on a chair. 0 
supposed this was the express car. A mo- 
ment after the train left Marble Cut he 
heard a pistol shot but thought nothing of 
it until he learned this morning ef the mur- 
der. 

Hamilliton’s information settles the story 
as to a stall being stationed at Marble 
Cliff, and proves conclusively that there 
were but three men in the job. He said he 
thought he. recognized one of the men in 
blue coats whom he saw at Marble Cliff as an 
employé of the Columbus water works, and

was entertaining friends and the family sat 
up late, They were on the porch when the 
train passed close to his house, and he heard 
a number of shots fired, as he believes, on the 
train. Just how close this was to Marble 
Cuff, and whether on the other side or this 
side of the station has not yet beem learned, 
as the dairyman left before he could be 
questioned by persons who would get to the 
dottom of facts. 

Coroner Birmingham held an autopsy on 
the body of the murdered express messenger. 
It was found one bullet had entered at the 
back and passed through the left ventricle of 
the heart, causing instant death. A second 
had entered the back and penetrated the 
lobe of the right lung. A third entered the 
back below the left shoulder blade, and, 
passing upward, had lodged in the shoulder. 
A fourth was found below the skin on the 
left side, the cartridge not having been suffi- 
ciently charged to give the bullet force, and 
four balls had struck the right leg, The 
bullets were all ef caliber No. 38. 

The result of the autapsy shows Lane 
could not well have made a defense. The 
bullet through the heart was fired at his

Officials of Pennsylvania Company Re- 
eeive No Further Information— 
Case of Kellogg Nichols. 


No further information or clew to 
murderers of Express Messenger Lane h 
been received at the offices of the Pennsyl- 
vania road last evening. The only informa- 
tion vouchsafed was that the amount of 
money said to have been taken was greatly 
exaggerated. One official stated that the 
amount would net exceed $4,000. This state- 
ment was confirmed by a member of the 
Pinkerton National Detective Agency, which 
is working on the case. The detectives of 
the railroad have not yet been appealed to 
by the Columbus division of the road. 

A remarkable similarity has been noted 
between the murder of Friday night and 
that of Kellogg Nichols in 1886. In both 
cases the men who were express messengers 
were found lying dead in the car by an 
extra messenger on the arrival of a train 
at a station, the messengers being alarmed 
by their failure to open the deers, Both had 
been observed at the last previous stop of 
the train moving about in the performance 
of their duties. In both cases the traces 
left by the perpetrators of the crime would 
indicate that they were men familiar with 
the duties of the messenger and the amount 
carried in the safe. f 

On May 12, 1886, Kellogg Nichols, a vet- 
eran United States Express messenger and 
a resident of this city, was murdered and 
the safe which he was guarding robbed of 
$21,000 and several packages of jewelry 
worth $6,000. The murder teok place on the 
Rock Island road between Joliet and Morris, 
in this State. At 11 p. m. on May 11 the 
train left the station at Van Buren street 
for Davenport and the West. Attached to 
the engine and immenilately following it 
were two baggage cars, the first of which 
was used for the express bundles. In the 
second car were the express safe and bag- 
gage of the train. There were also two. 
sleepers and three coaches. Thetrain passed 
Joliet at 1 p.m. After that no further stop 
was made till Morris was reached. Kellogg 
Nichols was in charge of the eKpress car 
and N. H. Watts was baggagemaster. Watts 
had been a brakeman on the road, but was 
detailed on the trip to take the place of the 
regular baggageman, who was sick.

Court records filed today show that John 


Jacob Astor, whose estate is variously esti-. 
mated at from $100,000,000 to §150,000,000, is 
trying to deprive his mother of an annuity 
of $50,000 left to her by her husband. Suit 
was filed against Mrs. Astor some time ago. 
by James R. Roosevelt, H. B. Bly, and Doug- ' 
las Robinson as trustees of the will of the 
late William Astor, putting forth the ob- 
jections John Jacob Astor had to her re- 


ceiving the annuity, and asking that they be 


discharged from further liability relative to 
the annuity. 
The hearing of the suit was before Referee 


William M. Hoes. It was kept quiet, and 


today Mrs. Astor, through her attorneys, 
Parsons, Shepard & Ogden, filed exceptions 
in the Supreme Court to part of the referee's 
re 


port. 

The exceptions filed by Mrs. Astor’s at- 
torneys were long and complicated. In the 
bill the will of the late William Astor is 


quoted, the purpose being to prove that she 
is rightly entitled to the annuity. 


This part of the will reads: = 
“2. Testator gives to his widow, Caroline 


Webster Astor, in addition to an annuity 
settled upon her by an ante-nuptial agree- 
ment, the house and stable 350 Fifth avenue 
and the furniture therein to hold for life; 
also th> house at Newport and the furniture 
ther ein, to hold for life. A fund is provided 
to pi. y the taxes and assessments on the 
property in which Mrs, Astor holds a life 
‘interest. 


g. Testator gives to his executors, as 


trustees, a fund sufficient to produce an in- 
come of $50,000 annually, which is to be paid 
over to the use of Mrs. Astor for her natural 


Mrs. Astor in her exceptions opposes any 


finding which does not provide for the pay- 
ment of the $50,000 annuity.

Jeffersonville, Ind., Aug. 11.—{Special.]— 
Otha Fox, a convict in the Indiana Reforma- 
tory, committed suicide by butting his brains 
out while undergoing punishment for at- 
tempting to murder Anderson Haney, a fel- 
low-inmate. This startling fact was brought 
an Official investigation this after-

Fox came from Peru last February to serve 
an indeterminate sentence of from one to 
fourteen years for horse-stealing. On July 
31 he assaulted Haney with a bar of iron and’ 
rendered him conscious for hours. Fox 
was taken before Assistant Superintendent 
John Aley and ordered to be confined in the 
solitary cage, with his hands chained to the 
door. It was then he killed himself. 
On the morning of Aug. 7 Fox was found 
in his cell, dead, hanging by the handcuffs 
attached taJhis wrists and then to the door. 
A death certificate was made out that he died 
of intra-cranial hemorrhage, and the body 
was shipped home. 
The real story began to leak out, and the 
undertaker was asked if there was anything 
to indicate that Fox had killed himself. He 
said he had not noticed anything.

lock-step at Sing Sing Prison. | 

The officials of the greatest prison in the 
United States have declared against the 

prison walk. For a long time the question 

of abandoning it has beén under considera- 

tion, and the recent hot weather turned the 
scales in favor of its discontinuance. Such 
a radical departure from prison tradition 
was not expected by the prisoners, who are 
greatly delighted. 

The lock-step requires that each man 
march almost in the footsteps of the man in 
front, with the left hand on his shoulder. 
The men are wedged together as closely as 
they can walk. In warm weather this step 
is a source of great discomfort to the pris- 
oners. > 

The lock-step is also particularly repug- 
nant to prisoners, because in no other way 
is their degradation brought home so forci- 
bly to them. 

The lock-step was omitted at Sing Sing to- 
day for the first time. The prisoners were 
marched about in companies in double file.

The Rev. Father F. L. Reyn- 
olds will preside at the meeting which Col- 
onel Bryan and his associates will address. 

Asked as to-whether or not he would be in 
Chicago for the Labor day picnic, Mr. Bryan 
said that matter was still unsettled and 
there was considerable doubt about it, as 
he had received invitations to appear at 
the Labor day celebration at Columbus, O., 
as well as two or three other cities, and he 
had not made up his mind which one to 
accept. It was, however, given out at the 
Democratic national headquarters in a posi- 
tive if not official manner that Mr. Bryan 
will go to Cleveland on Labor day, and it 
can be pretty certainly stated that such will

Wants to Land on Senator Hanna. 


The story has it that Mr. Bryan will pick 
Cleveland for his Labor day speech for the 
reason that that city is the home of Senator 
Hanna, and there are some labor troubles 
there just now, which will give him an op- 
portunity of delivering an anti-Hanna 
speech on the Senator's own stamping 
ground. His speech at the Irish picnic will 
be, it is understood, largely devoted to the 
Boer war. 

Mr. Bryan will remain in Lincoln until 
time to go to Topeka to attend the cere- 
monies of his notification by the Populists 
there on Aug. 23 that he is their candidate 
for President of the United States. Adlai 
E. Stevenson will not go with him this time, 
as he is only the Vice Presidential candidate 
of the Democrats up to date, although he 
hopes to be put on the Populist ticket later. 

This meeting has been called for Aug. 23 
in order to get the Western Populists to- 
gether in preparation for the meeting of the 
National committee of that party, which has 
been called for Chicago for Aug. 27.

| BOULEVARD SYSTEM. 


Longest Continuous Driveway in fhe 
World Thrown Open to Public by 
Opening of Passage Across River 
Small Improvement Yet to Be Made. 


Chicago now has a continuous boulevard 


qualed by any in the world. The continuity 
ot the boulevard driveway system was com- 
pleted yesterday, when the Diversey. boule- 
vard bridge over the North Branch of the 
Chicago River was thrown open to the pub- 
lict, furnishing the connecting link to the 
system of driveways. 

A continuous drive is now to be enjoyed 
over Diversey and Humboldt boulevards to 
Humboidt Park. Central Park boulevard to 
Garfield Park, Southwestern boulevard to 
Douglas Park, thence over Western Avenue 
boulevard to Garfield boulevard and Jack- 
son Park, and north in Michigan avenue to 
Lincoln Park, completing the circuit. 

The system is practically completed, and 
‘but one exception is taken—a part of South- 
western boulevard, between Twenty-sixth 
street and California avenue, and Western 
avenue and the canal. This stretch can be 
driven over, but it is not substantially im- 
proved. It has long been an eyesore to the 
public, since the erection of the bridge across 
the old canal in 1882. Both the South and 
West Park boards agreed, when the bridge 
was built in 1892, to push rapidly the com- 
pletion of that part of the boulevard adja- 
cent to the bridge on the north.

TENNIS CLUBHOUSE 
ON THE NORTH SIDE IS 


BEING TORN DOWN. 


It Stood at Lincoln Park Boulevard and 
Superior Street—Was a Popular Re- 
sort for Many Years—Grounds For- 
merly Used as Skating Rink. 


The old tennis clubhouse at Lincoln Park 
boulevard and Supérior street is being torn 
down. The picturesque old building, which 
was once the pride of the north shore resi- 
dents when they did nothing but play ten- 
nis, has fallen prey to the wreckers. The 
gray and red tiling, out of which the club- 
house was constructed, is being carted 
away. It is said that a residence will be 
erected on the corner by the owner of the 
property. 
The passing of the old club marks to a 
certain extent the decadence of the game 
of tennis.

daily the scene of match games and lawn 
parties in the evening.

a steady and careful nurture of this senti- 
ment in furtherance of military caste. 

I remember asking an eminent retired 
Indian General some years ago why we had 
these constant troubles nowadays en our 
northwest frontier. He was competent to 
answer the question, because he himself 
had for more than a decade commanded the 
troops on that frontier and had passed his 
term of command successfully without a sin- 
gle row. What do you suppose his answer 
was? That the machinations of Russia 
oblige us continually to equip expeditions 
against the distant border tribes? That 
Afghanistan was a perennial source of dan- 
ger to us, necessitating the subjugation of 
this or the other tributary horde in control 
of the Ameer? That the native cussedness 
of those tribes and their proneness to fits 
of fanaticism, stimulated by this or the 
other mad Mullah, sucked us into their 
mountain fastnesses to slay and be slain? 
None of these risks were mentioned by him 
or thought of. ae | | 


Decorations as Peacemakers. __ 

His answer was, By giving titles and 
decorations you will have no more trouble,” 
and he spoke the truth. | | 
Under Queen Victoria the fashion has de- 
veloped to a degree unexampled in our his- 
tory of rewarding men for bravery on the 
slightest pretext or none. Intrigue, family 
influence, and official faveritism come into 
play, and new orders of merit or valor have 
been invented, and as the result a spirit of 
emulation has been created which demands 
adventures that it may have a chance to 
claim these baubles as a reward. Hence the 
diligent propaganda of military prowess in 
so much of our press, by which the fictitious 
popularity of the soldier has been brought 
inte existence. But how far this supefficial 
sentiment really affects such political and 
reflective faculty as our democracy may 
have evolved I cannot guess. ca ad 
Crgwds line the streets for military shows 
and sing barrack-room ballads at their holi- 
day outings. Khaki, in other words, is in 
various guises popular after a fashion, but 
I think a comparatively small dose ef ad- 
versity would sweep this popularity out of 
sight as easily as a new fashion in dress. 


Kindly Sentiment Toward Humbert. 

All classes in this country have united to 
pay tributes to the memory of the murdered 
King of Italy and to lay wreaths of sym- 
pathy on his grave. Events of this kind 
stir the heart and prompt people to more 
demonstrativeness than they usually dis- 
play, but, discounting this, there is unques- 
tionably a deep sympathy between England 
and Italy, which finds expression here at 
least amongst men of all classes, from the 
dignified court of the Bank of England, 
which sent a resolution of condolence to the 
widowed Queen, down to the common work- 
ingman assembled in his club. 3 

I am thankful to say, however, that thus 
far the abominable crime, by which the late 
King met his death has not induced us to 
enter upon the Anarchist hunt, now. vigor- 
ously prosecuted nearly all over the cen- 
tinent. It was to be expected that the states 
would at once jump at the conclusion that 
the crime was the consequence of a deep 
ramifying plot. Evidence of this has not 
so far been produced and is merely asser- 


tion, but on the assertion of irresponsible 


people and agents arrests are being made 
not only in Italy but in France and Bel- 
gium,. which may and probably are in most 
istances acts of gross injustice. No one can 
doubt that Italy is full of anarchism of the 
bestial kind, but to confound the groups of 
reckless men who may be loosely banded 
together for the purpose of perpetrating 
erimes with Italian Socialists and radical 
reformers generally, who now permeate Ital- 
lan society with ideas the reverse of blood- 
thirsty, is not merely a blunder but a polit- 
ical crime. le 

The young King is thought to have begun 
well in proclaiming that he would in all 
things uphold liberty as founded by ‘his 
grandfather in a united Italy, but the effect 
of his pleasant words is already being ob- 
iterated by the violence. with which the 
agents of the bureaucracy are acting 
throughout the country, and unless the King 
is powerful enough to put a stop to this 
senseless persecution that indiscriminately 
attacks the just and unjust, one of the early 
tasks of his reign may be a page of life and 
death conflict with the revolutionary forces, 
which an indiscreet and vindictive policy 
is doing its best to rouse into malign activity.

PARIS, Aug. 11.—The nomination of Field 
Marshal Count von Waldersee, which meets 
with the cordial approval of the French gov- 
ernment and of the moderate Republican 
party throughout the country, elicits the 
most diverse opiniens of the French press. 
All the Nationalist papers, from the Echo de 
Paris to M. Meline's Republique Francaise, 
including Drumont’s Libre Parole, Roche- 
fort’s Intransigeant, the Royalist Soleil, the 
reactionary Gaulois, the Catholic Croix, and 
the Populist Petit Jeurnal, with one accord 
denounce Von Waldersee’s nomination with 
bitterness and violence of language recalling 
the stormiest days ef the Dreyfus affair. The 
Gaulois declares: ‘‘ This extraordinary the- 
atrical act of the German Emperor has 
caused throughout France a painful sur- 
prise, and the appointment of Field Marshal 
von Waldersee generalissimo of the allied 
troops in China produces a most profound 
sadness.“ 

The Petit Journal sees in the nomination 
of Waldersee one of the greatest calamities 
of the century and one of the most offensive 
injuries that ceuld have been offered to 
Frenchmen. | 


In Leading Strings of Germany. 
The Libre Parole says that henceforth 
France will be compelled to march in the 
leading strings of Germany as Emperor 

William’s vassal. 
Meline, the former Prime Minister, points 


Francaise that a law of 1844 explicitly pro- 
hibits French officers from serving under 
the orders of foreigners, and states that even 
during the Crimean war the French and 
English commanders always preserved their 
complete independence. 

Paul de Cassagnac, in the Autorite, also 
opposes the nomination of Count Waldersee 
and says, After the deluge of calumny 
which our government has permitted to be 
let loose upon our army it would be too much 
to expect that one of our own military chiefs 
should command the international forces, 
but our government might at least have 
insured the honor of such an appointment 
for our ally, Russia, and thus spared our 
soldiers the pain of serving under the orders 
of one of our conquerors of 1870."’ Cassagnac, 
moreover, thinks that the Czar might have 
been prevailed upon to send General Louis 
Bonaparte to China in command of the 
Russian contingent, an act which in his 
opinion would have caused a thrill of fervent 
patriotism to reverberate throughout the 
French ranks. The Echo de Paris, the organ 
military of the anti-Dreyfus clique, severely 
attacks the government for its acquiescence 
in the nomination of Von Waldersee, and 
says France should have appointed General 
de Negrier to the supreme command on the 
Pei Ho and induced the other powers to 
accept him as generalissimo. :

PARIS, Aug. 11.—This is the 119th day of 
the exhibition, and only eighty-six days more 
remain before closing time in November. 
The 20-franc exhibition bonds are quoted on 
the bourse today at seven francs, and the 
depreciation of entrance tickets is such that 
it now only costs six cents to get into the 
show. 

Paris itself at last is forced to admit that 
the exhibition lacks gayety and is a dismal 
financial failure. There is, nevertheless, a 
notable increase of visitors, who average 
40,000 more daily than the previous week. 
Last Saturday there were only 118,198 pay- 
ing visitors. On Sunday the number pay- 
ing entrance jumped to 379,338, Monday 
there were 170,789, Tuesday 160,570, Wednes- 
day 150,045, and Thursday 155,332. 

This increase is due to the invasion from 
Germany and central Europe of third class 
travelers, who after they have paid their 
six cents each to get into the exhibition 
wander about with brown paper parcels of 
sausages and brown bread, at which they 
nibble until through sight-seeing, and 80 
away without expending an extra farthing. 


Restaurants Face Bankruptcy. 

The restaurantkeepers. are in despair, as 
bankruptcy is staring them in the face to- 
day. The head waiter of one of the best 
exhibition restaurants was flapping about 
with his napkin like a duck with one wing 
as he saw in dismay an endless procession of 
Goths and Huns passing by his deserted 
tables. Some of them were even sitting on 
the benches at his door devouring hard 
boiled eggs and ham sandwiches.

There was a 
lack of precaution to prevent fire,.and, as 
usually happens in such cases, the stairway 
burned first owing to the draft of air, and as 
there was no fire escape many of the visitors 
had to jump from the windows. Among 
those who witnessed the fire and assisted 
by giving good advice in organizing an old- 
fashioned bucket brigade, the necessity of 
which in itself is a condemnation of the

BARS AMERICAN CANNED MEATS 


Provisions of Law Enacted by German 
Government Prohibiting Hereto- 
fore Important Trade. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 11—The main 
provisions of the meat law recently enacted 
by the German government, effecting, among 
other things, the absolute prohibition of 
American canned meats and sausages, will 
take effect on Oct. 1 next. Official an- 
nouncement has reached the Department 
of Agriculture through the State department 
of the publication in the Ber Reichsan- 
zeiger of an imperial proclamation fixing 
that as the date when the prohibition of 
what has heretofore been an important trade 
will be effective. 

The most important feature of the new law 
is paragraph 1 of section 12, which is as fol- 
lows: 


| The importation through the custom-houses a

The following sections also become effec- 
tive Oct. 1: et, 

Section 26, paragraphs 1 and 2, the penal clause, 
imposing a penalty for violation of the new pro- 
visions to the extent of imprisonment for six 
months or a fine of 1,500 marks, or both. Section 
28. setting forth that the confiscation of the 
meat is to be understood in addition to the pen- 
alty; it deciares that it is immaterial whether 
the object seized belongs to the offender or not, 
and if prosecution of any person or the condemna- 


tion of articles be impracticable the seizure may 


be admitted independently. Section 29, setting 
out that the regulations dated May 14, 1879, re- 
garding foods, luxuries, and the dealing therein 
remain unchanged. Section 30, paragraph 2, au- 
thorizing the fixing of the date by royal decree.

NELSON CONTINUES HIS SUCCESS. 


Defeats McEachern in a Thirty-Mile 
Race and Breaks Records. 

Johnnie Nelson today made it eleven straight 
when he defeated Archie McEachern in their 
thirty-mile match race at Woodside Park. 
Nelson won by just a lap in world record 
time from the three miles to the thirty miles, 
but did not go for the hour, inasmuch as he 
had but the one tandem team— Hoyt and 
Ruel—who paced him throughout. 

The second motor of Nelson would not 
budge, and good fortune was his when he 
was compelled to stick to one machine 
throughout and that machine did not go 
wrong. The pace following of Nelson was a 
revelation in this city, where he appeared for 
the first time in his career. Nelson rode per- 
fectly and was never shaken once, while Me- 
Eachern was compelled to call for slower 
pace again and again. 

McEachern had trouble early in the race 
with the motor, which had a loose saddle. 
Miller straightened that out without dis- 
mounting, but McEachern lost a lap, and he 

lost the race by that distance. Nelson was 
not pushed, and at one time had a lap and 
one-half on the Canadian. Nelson protested 
the wind shield attachment in the form of a 
water box placed on the back of McEKachern's 
machine, and the referee compelled the re- 
moval of this. McEachern was clearly beat- 
en, but for a few miles he put up a same 


The record smashing today was unpar- 
alleled in the history of the sport, the cuts 
being substantial. Nelson regained the rec- 
ords which Michael took from him some time 
ago, and now has every record from three 
miles to the hour. He could not get the

Marr INDUCEMENTS. 


Measurement Rules Likely to Be 
Suggested 
That Unspertsmeanlike Mvasions 
Cause Much of the Existing Trouble 
~Mr, Dupee Allows a 
Precedent to Be Foreed Upon Him. 


[BY B. d. B. HAYMON.] 
At the annual meeting ot delegates from 


association during the championship regatta 
at Lake Geneva next week there promises 
to be something more exciting than mere 
routine business, and already quiet cam- 
paigning is being done in certain directions. 

To begin with, there is going to be keen 
competition for next year’s . . A 
regatta, which until a week ago was almost 
conceded to the Green Lake Yacht club. 
Towards the end of the regatta just held at 


the Pewaukee Yacht club made it known 
that his club is out for the 1901 regatta and 
will endeavor to secure it at the annual meet- 
ing. This movement, following on the heels 
of the purchase of Argo, last season's cham- 
pion twenty-footer and winner of the Ocono- 
mowoe and Green Lake cups last week, by 
two Pewaukee yachtsmen indicates a healthy 
desire on the club's part to move into the 
front rank. It is said the Pewaukee rooters 
will offer as an inducement a yachting cam 
on their lake shore where the crews of afl 
competing boats will be put up as guests, 
the club providing the tents, food, etc., and 
will offer as an argument against their rivals 
that transportation facilities for boats going 
to Green Lake are deficient to the extent that 
the boats have to be hauled four miles on 
wagons. On the other hand, Green Lake 
adherents say that is an exaggerated state- 
ment, and add that if it is necessary to load 
a boat on to a wagon, as is the case at many 
lakes, it makes little difference whether it is 
hauled a few blocks or a mile. 

But the gkirmishing for the next ta 
will be a frifiing matter compared with the 
threatening battle over proposed changes in 
the rules. Here is where the fun will be, for 
of those who have it in for the present meas- 
urement rules every other one rides a hobby 
of his own. One wants a twenty-foot water 
line; another scoffs at the fore triangle 
measurement and wants actual sail measure- 
ments, including spinakers and balloon jihs; 
a third demands a minimum weight for the 
hull; a fourth believes a minimum thinness 
for planking should be prescribed, and so on, 


Existing Bules Are Denounced. 


The reformers denounce the evasion and 
stealing which go en under the present rules, 
but if all the proposed reforms are intro- 
duced the rules will be a work of art in their 
way. The existing trouble is not due so 
much to the rules as to the evasion of them 
or the prevailing passion to beat them. The 
latter is chronic with yachtsmen and yacht 
builders, and reform aleng that line might 
as well be abandoned at the start, but there 
is no reason why the steal in the mainsail 
and the method of beating the fore-triangle 
should be tolerated, especially when the 
rules specifically call for measurement of. 
actyal area of the mainsail. 

Before getting busy amending, changing, 
and reforming the present rules it might be 
a good idea to enforce them and hew right 
to the line. Here's a case in peint. Wednes- 
day evening at Oconomowoc there was a lot 
of gossip about a certain yacht's center- 
board. It was being whispered around that 
the centerboard could not be wholly housed, 
as the inland lake rules require. In justice 
to all boats in the race, and, above all, in 
justice te the owner of the boat impeached, 
some one ought to have gone to him and 
said: I am going to protest your boat, and 
we will settle this one way or another.“ But 
it was slurred over in a faint-hearted sort 
of way, no official action to prove or disprove 
was taken, and more than half of those who 
heard the matter discussed went away in 
doubt. Possibly this was because some 
other boats measured over length and there 
might have been a general stir up if any one 
made a move. | 


There was another affair at the Oconomo- 
woe regatta which was not altogether cred- 
itable. On Monday morning there was a 

ood, fresh wind, and Harriet H. won the 
Arat race for the Oconomowoc Cup. On 
Tuesday morning, under almost identically 
the same conditions, Argo won the second 
race. Consequently u was just as fair for 
one as for the other that the third and 
deciding race should also be sailed on Tues- 
day, although contrary to the precedent of 
cup races. But this was quoted as a prece- 
dent for doing something equally as unfair 
two days later. On Wednesday-morning in 
a light breeze Problem won the first race for 
the Green Lake challenge cup. On Thurs- 
day forenoon in a stiff wind Argo won the 
second race. The same wind was tolerably 
certain to hold through Thursday afternoon, 
and everyone kpew the third race was a 

cinch" for Argo if sailed that same day, 
and yet pressure was brought to bear upon 
the judges by persons interested in Argo's 
guccess to insure the third race being sailed 
within two or three hours of the second. 
Gray-haired men talked wildly about Argo’s 
“rights,”" and told how they would vote 
against the Oconomowoc Yacht club in the 
councils of the Inland Lake Yachting asso- 
ciation if that third race were not sailed that 
afternoon. This behind the judges’ backs. 
To the judges’ faces the only arguments ad- 
vanced were that the boat had been sold, 
that the boat was engaged to race on Pewau- 
kee Lake on Saturday, and that a precedent 
had been established on Tuesday which must 
be followed. The first and second had ab- 
solutely no bearing on the case, and were not 
worth uttering, the third was nonsense. 


One Race a Day Is Enough. 

If the gentlemen who talked so loudly 
about a precedent will take the treuble to 
review the annals of yachting races they 
will find it has been the invariable custom 
for many years to sail once, and only once, 
each day in all cup races requiring three 
wins out of five or two wins aut of three. 
Even in case of a race having no result it is 
never resalled the same day in cup contests, 
but an extra day or as many extra days as 
the officials may deem necessary are con- 
sumed.

Thomas in Doubt What to Do with Her 
for a Time — Cresceus Ready to 
Tackle The Abbott in Free-for-All 
Class—Boralma Remains Unbeaten 
and Is One of the Season’s Real Stars 
—Stormy Time in Sight for National 
Trotting Association.

pacers, but none has attracted more atten- 
tion from horsemen than the bay mare, 
Hetty G., whose victories at Detroit, Cleve- 
land, and Columbus were of the sensational 
character when it was considered how easily 
she beat a large field at each place and the 
absolute absence of effort that characterized 
her mile in 2:07% at Detroit, another in a 
second better time at Cleveland, and a third 
in 2:05% at Columbus. 

About all that was known of Hetty d. 
previous to her début in the grand circuit 
Was that Doug Thomas nad started 
away from Kentucky last fall and won 
seven straight races with her in Illinois and 
Indiana, getting a record just under 2:10 in 
doing this. After the mare had won her 
Cleveland race and demonstrated beyond 
question that 2:05 would not stop her I had 
@ talk with Mr. Thomas, and found that 
Hetty G. had quite a story. It appears that 
this is the fifth consecutive season that 
Thomas has trained the mare, she being 8 
years old, and not at all the sudden phenom- 
enon that most of the track habitués sup- 
posed. She came to Thomas as a 33-year-old, 
and at that time was being trained as a trot- 
ter. But the Kentuckian thought the pace 
Was her forte. She could go fast at that 
gait from the start, but for one reason and 
another it was not until last fall that she 
Was taken on a campaign. 

And even then it was a question up to a 
Short time before her first race what the 
mare was really going to do. Just abouta 
year ago she concluded to go back to the 
trot, one afternoon she hit a 2:20 or 
hetter gait trotting after starting the mile 
on a pace. After he had pulled up and gone 
to the barn Thomas decided to let the mare 
trot for one afternoon anyhow, and he there- 
upon worked her three heats on the outside 
of two other horses in 2:29, 2:27, 2:25, and

After her cam- 
paign was ended last fall the bay mare was 
Sent to the home of her owner in Kentucky 
and the lady of the house used her all winter 
Grawing a buggy over the sandy roads in the 
Vicinity. When Thomas told me this I ex- 
pressed surprise.

Promising Yearling Trotter. 

The most promising yearling trotter that 
has turned up this season is by The Con- 
queror, and out of a mare by Ashland 
Wilkes. The baby trotter has been a public 
quarter in forty seconds, and an eighth in 
its work in seventeen seconds, which is a 2:16 
gait for the mile. 

This sounds phenomenally fast for a year- 
ling at this time of the season, as ordinarily 


uch in the way of speeding unti: October 
or November. A yearling capable of 2:16 
speed in August for an eighth of a mile 
ought to beat 2:30 a long ways next fall if 
not drummed too much in the meantime, 
and there is always a chance for a youngster 
with that sort of natural speed to get the 
record for yearlings, which is the, 2:23 of 
Adbell, a grandson of Biectioneer. The 
Conqueror is also a member of the Election- 
eer family, so if his colt should get the hon- 
ors of his age there would be no change in 
the strain of blood to which the glory of the 
performance belonged. 

At present the fad for training yearlings is 
not much in evidence. It is true that a few 
of the most promising are shaped up in the 
fall through Kentucky, and shown to buyers 
who are after early speed, but this is mostly 
the work of professional trainers who are 
also dealers, and it may be said that so far 
as the breeders are concerned they have 
practically gone out of the business of train- 
ing yearlings. This is also shown by the 
fact that a race for trotters of that age is 
now unheard of, whereas a few years ago 
it was a standard number on plenty of pro- 
grams. C. W. Williams, who a few years 
ago was training yearlings by the dozen and 
giving races for them on his kite track at In- 
dependence, has given up the practice en- 
tirely, and the other breeders have followed 
suit. 

The first yearling to trot into the 2:30 list 
was a colt called Freedom, a son of Sable 
Wilkes. John Goldsmith, now dead, but in 
his day decidedly the best of the younger 
generation of drivers, had the honor of train- 
ing and driving Freedom to fame as a year- 
ling. With the exception of Charles Marvin, 
a much older man, both in years and exper!- 
ence, John Goldsmith never had an equa! 
from the standpoint of both trainer and 
driver of colts and aged horses. 

After Freedom's day of triumph a number 
of yearlings beat 2:30, the b.ue ribbon not 
remaining long in the Guy Wilkes family, 
but at present it is not customary to fit a 
colt of that age for so severe a test. A fast 
quarter, or at most a half mile, by a yearling 
is thought quite sufficient, both by the se.ler 
and the prospective buyer, as the blood lines 
of trotters are now so well established that if 
the speed is in a youngster the matter of 
whether or not he will learn with age to go 
the orthodox distance is capable of being 
pretty accurately determined. | 


Why MeHenry Sold Sister Alice. 

A good many horsemen who have noted the 
brilliant campaign made this season by the 

bay mare Sister Alice in the hands of Ben 
Kinney have regretted that they did not buy 
the daughter of Baron Wilkes last spring, 
when she was put up at auction and sold 
for about $1,600. She has won several good 
races, taken a mark of 2:10½ , shown herself 
to be game and reliable, as well as fast, and 
is right now worth, as a brood mare if she 
never raced again, twice the money she cost 
last spring, while for road use she would 
readily bring $5,000. 5 

I'm glad she’s winning and hope she will 
keep it up,“ said McHenry to a party of 
friends after the mare had gone a great race 
at Cleveland. “If it had been anybody but 
McHenry who sold her at auction she would 
have brought more money last spring, but 
people knew that the mare was my property, 
knew that she had not been successful for 
the last two seasons, and jumped at the con- 
clusion that there was something the matter 
with her not apparent on the surface. Ben 
Kinney came to me when the mare was to be 
sold, and I told him frankly that I was let- 
ting her go because I had more use for ready 
cash than for horses, and he got Mr. Schmul- 
bach to buy her. They got a big bargain, just 
as I told Kinney they would, and I also told 
him she would step in 2:11 or better the first 
time she was edged up and struck a good day 
and track.“ | 

McHenry certainly had bad luck with the 
mare. He got her when she was a yearling 
or 2-year-old, and at the same time had Rose 
Croix, a year older. This latter filly won the 
Kentucky Futurity for McHenry when she 
was a 83-year-old, it being worth that season 
about $11,000 to the first horse. Rose Croix 
as a 2-year-old wanted to pace all the time 
and it was only by great care and patience 
that she was induced to trot for a couple of 
seasons. Later on she was allowed to pace 
and went well at that gait before being put 
to breeding. | 

Two Futurity Eligibles. 

With Rose Croix the winner of one Fu- 
turity and Sister Alice, at home in the Free- 
port barn, eligible to the big race the follow- 
ing year, things looked pretty rosy for Mc- 
Henry, as he knew the 2-year-old to be the 
better one of the pair so far as trotting speed 
was concerned. She was jogged carefully all 
winter, and when training began in the 
spring there was not a 3-year-old in the 
land that could compare with her. She could 
beat 2:20 easily early in the season, and Mc- 
Henry knew that when October came she 
would be a sure 2:12 nag for the Kentucky 
stake. j 

But just as things looked brightest Sister 
Alice was found sick in the barn one day, 
and for a time it was a question of whether 
or not she would live. She finally got out 
of danger, but. was in such shape that all 
thought of training her that season had to 
be abandoned, and when the Futurity horses 
scored for the word the filly which,gwith 
health, would have beaten them all was run- 
ning out in the field at Freeport. From that 
time on McHenry never seemed to have any 
luck with Sister Alice. In the fall of 1898 
he sent her to California, where she was 
wintered caréfully, and in the spring seemed 
to have all her own speed and dash, but there 
was always something that stood in the way 
of her doing herself justice when the time 
came to make the effort, and so in the winter 
McHenry decided to sell her. It was a good 
deal more a matter of sentiment than money, 
otherwise McHenry would not have let her 
go for the small sum she brought at auction. 
The truth is he thought he could have no 
luck with the mare and decided to get rid 
of her. It is a common superstition with 
horsemen and they generally act on it. Many 
a Frotter goes to a new trainer because the 
old one finds he does not get along well 
with the horse. Every driver knows there 
are some horses he does not hitch “ with, 
and if he is smart he lets all such go at 
once, knowing that ff he continues to train 
and drive them they will only injure his 
reputation. 


Self-Government by Tracks. 
There is a stormy time ahead for the Na- 
tional Trotting association, and the chances 
are that at the next congress of that organi- 
zation there will be a vigorous fight for con- 
trol made by members who are now opposed 
to the manner in which affairs are being run 
by the clique that has been in control for the 
last few years. The latest cause of trouble 
is the rule passed last winter decreasing the 
distance from 100 to 80 yards on mile tracks, 
but not changing the old distance as to half 
he first clash about the new rule occurred 
at Detroit last month in connection with the 
M. and M. Stake. The entries to this event 
closed before the new distance rule was 
adopted, and it was claimed on behalf of 
one of the horses which finished behind the 
eighty-yard limit that the race must be 
trotted according to whatever rules were in 
force at the time nominations were made. 
This was a common sense view of the mat- 
ter and was concurred in by nearly every 
turf authority to whom the matter was re- 
ferred, but the Detroit judges decided that 
the eighty-yard rule must be enforced, and 
there was a protest of the purse. | 
And now comes the manager of the mile 
track at Saugus, Mass., with a defiance of 
the new. rule. He tried the eighty- yard dis- 
tance at his spring meeting and found that 
it did not work to his satisfaction or that of 
the horseowners. Therefore for his summer 
meeting he announced “the old distance 
rule will govern.” As the new rule was 
mandatory in its nature, this stand by the 
Saugus man was a plain defiance of the au- 
thority of the National association, and the 
track was promptly expelled. So far as 
horsemen are concerned this means only 
that the National association cannot be used 
by them as a collecting agency in case the 


Saugus track falls to pay its purses, but this

STORTS OF BEAR HUNTING 


HOW PROFESSIONAL TRAPPERS 
CATCH THE BIG GAME. 


Methods Employed to Trap and Kill the 
Grizzly and Black Bear—Comparison 
of the Sport of the Past with That of 
the Present Day—Grizszlies Not Often 
Dangerous Unless Compelled te 

-Fight—Big Game Is Growing Scarcer 
with the Spreading of Railroads. 


{BY E. HOUGH.] 
The Chicago sculptor, Edward Kemeys, was 
last year making a visit at the New Mexico 
ranch of Stanley McCormick, another Chi- 
cagean, and while there was treated to a 
little sensation in the way of a bear story. 
Some of the ranch hands had trapped a 
grizzly, and it had taken refuge in a thicket, 
where it outfought all the dogs and had the 
men too much scared to go in and kill it. 
‘This pleased Mr. Kemeys, who has always 
— a stout defender of the grizzly’s pres- 
tige. 
some of the doubters ef the big bear's cour- 
age might be there to learn otherwise. Mr. 
Kemeys himself has killed his grizzly, in 
fair fight and in the open, with no one near 
to help him, and, as his bear was a fighter 
and died hard, the story of this battle of the 
sculptor andethe bear is of itself a liberal 
education. Mr. Kemeys’ bear fight, how- 
ever, happened many years ago. There is 
every. reason to suppese that in later years 
„the grizzly bear has lost much of his pug- 
nacity and courage, owing to the fact that 
he has been steadily pursued in all corners of 
the country by men who have improved fire- 
arms, and who therefore do not take the 
same chances as did the hunters of the single- 
shot days. 
I was this week talking with Crosby Beak, 
an old mountain man, who for seven years 
trapped and shot bears in the upper Rockies 
with his partner, Scott. Boak said in the 
seven years they shot or trapped ninety- 
eight bears, and out of the ninety-eight they 
never got a bear story. They regarded 
shooting or trapping the grizzly as easy as 
trapping rabbits, and about as safe. Old 
Celonel Pickett, the bear killer of the Gray 
Bull range in Wyoming, thought the grizzly 
was an unknown quantity. You might kill 
straight, note one of which would 
show fight, but the next one might fight to 
the last gasp. This seems to be the com- 
mon belief of the mountain men, few of 
whom now entertain much fear ef this once- 
formidable beast. | 


Grizzlies Are Not What They Were. 

There has been no case of a man getting 
| hurt by a grizzly anywhere in the Rockies 
since about six years ago, when Ira Dodgo 
of Cora, Wyo., was nearly eaten alive 


by a she grizzly which he shot 
not wisely nor enough. His gun 
jammed and the dear charged on 


and came near killing him. In earlier days, 
when grizzlies were bigger and bolder, there 
were many more instances of men who were 
killed or horribly mangled by these bears.. 
The ers says that the old California griz- 
zly was a savage monster and that it would 
weigh a ton. It is perhaps true that the 
Sierra grizzly would approximate 2,000 
pounds in those days, though no such bear 
has been killed for thirty years. The big Yel- 
lowstone Park grizzly that was sent to the 
Washington Zoo was said to weigh 1,200 
pounds, but the keeper of the Zoo sald its 
real weight was but 850 pounds. It is a big 
bear, too. Old Bill Hamilton, one of the real 
old-timers and a truthful man, told me that 
he never knew but one bear to weigh so much 
as 900 pounds. 

The silver tip is the same bear as the griz- 
zly, with a different habitat. A different 
species‘is the big brown bear of Alaska, 
which grows to enormous size and which will 
even surpass the old Sierra bears of 49 or 
the “‘ white bears of Lewis and Clark, 
which took so much killing in their day. 


Bears Hard to Find Now. 

It is the common experience of nearly 
every man who is nowadays anxious to kill 
his grizzly that the latter is most disoblig- 
ingly unwilling to be killed. One sees foot- 
prints—huge ones, perhaps fourteen inches 
long—he hears the bushes rattle or the rocks 
roll down the hillside where the bear is run- 
ning away. He may find a wallow yet mud- 
dy -where the bear has come to drink and roll 
in the water; but it is ten to one that his 
grizzly has seen or smejied him first and has 
been first to run away. Of all the wild ani- 
mals of the mountains today the grizzly is 
the hardest to kill in fair stalking, and it is 
ordinarily only by pure accident that a hunt- 
er gets a shot while still-hunting for this big 
and much-prized animal. 

Man, however, is the keenest hunter of all 
animals of the world, and there is no crea- 


when once he sets his mind to the task. 
Each year a great many grizzlies are killed 
in the Rockies, tenfold more by regular 
hunters than by all the sportsmen tourists 
of the entire country. The professional bear 
hunter makes a science of getting his game, 
no matter where it is or how wary it may be; 
but like the wild red hunter, he does not 
waste his time where it serves no purpose. 
He knows what not to do when he goes hunt- 
ing, and there is a great deal in that. He 
consults the habits of his game and takes 
advantage of those habits. It-is not always 
that he will tell you how he gets his bear, but 
there are not many secrets of his craft that 
actually remain unknown. 

Most of the skins that are seen in the mar- 
aets are from.bears that havé been igno- 
miniously trapped. It is not thought to be 
the act of a sportsman to trap a bear, cer- 
tainly not to claim that he has shot his bear, 
when really he has only shot it after it was 
fastinatrap. Yeta great many sportsmen 
who.go out into the Rockfes and are lucky 
enough to come back with a hide and a 
Story really get both hide and story by 
means of a forty-pound steel trap, into 
which the bear stepped unwittingly. A Chi- 
cago man who went out with a guide from 
Livingston, Mont., this last spring, came 
back and reported that he got two bears 
So he did. A private jetter from the guide 
to a. Chicago party told just how he got 
them. They were trapped. 

Ho to Trap a Bear. a 

The grizzly is a shrewd creature and it is 
* easy to take him even in a trap. Boak 
said it took him and his partner a whole year 
to learn how to trap a bear. We made a 
sort of V-shaped pen of logs,“ said he, 
dropping the logs so they made an angle 
or point, with the wide end of the v running 
back. In the point of the V we put the bait 
a good, big chunk of meat usually, some. 
times dead fish. The more it smelled the 
better. In the open end of the V we set 
the big trap, with its double springs buried 
under leaves and trash. We put a piece of

That wouldn't 
do, so we tried again. We cut a couple of 
poles, one for each side of the little pen, and 
set them so that they made a sort of angle 
at the mouth of the V. We put a log also 
across the mouth of the V, so that the bear 
would ha to step over the log right at the 
center of the mouth of the V, when he went 
in to get at the bait. Now, we set the trap 
right in the middle of this log and just inside 
of it, so that when the bear put his foot over 
the log he would put in on the trap. To make 
it still surer we cut some little sharp pointed 
sticks and stuck a row of these about the 
trap so they just stuck up through the leaves. 


over the log, suppose he was a little sus- 
picious. He felt a sharp stick touch his 
foot and he would put his foot down in an- 
other place. The only place he could find 
that was soft enough to step on was right in 
the middle of the trap. So there we got him. 
We usually caught them by the front foot. 


Never Fasten the Trap. 

Now. when a grizzly gets into a trap like 
that he’s the maddest thing you ever saw. 
You come up on him soon after he is trapped 
and you'll hear him roaring, and bawling, and 
whining to beat the world. He'll haul off and 
smash that trap against a tree hard enough 
to nearly cut the tree in two. He'll pound 
it on a rock, and squeal, and howl, as much 

because he's mad as because it hurts. Of 
course, you never try to hold him fast at the 
place where you trap him. The chain of the 
trap is fastened to a heavy log, towards one 
end of it, so it won't hang up too tight, and 
give him a hold to break free from the trap. 
You only want to slow him up, so you can 
follow him and come to him without too 
much trouble. You can follow the trail all 
right, even if you don’t hear him bawling. 
When you come up to him you sneak along 
right easy, and he isn’t apt to hear or see 
you. If he does, he may start for you. If he 
has been in the trap a couple of days or so 
the pain is apt to cow him. He will get in 
mudhole and lie there, with his foot und 
water. | 
I have seen them lie there like a whipped 
dog, and just beg and whine, utterly broken- 
spirited. They are not dangerous then, and 
I sometimes felt sorry for a bear that way. 

Not much glory, getting a bear in that 
fashion, though it is the common way among 
hunters. Black bears are sometimes trapped 
by means of deadfalls, as well as the steel 
trap. The black bear is an object of con- 
tempt among hunters, except for his hide, 
which sometimes brings the lucky trapper 
$25 or so, if prime. The next surest way to 
get a bear, either black or grizzly, is by the 
use of dogs. 8 | 


Tracking with Dogs Exciting. . 

A pack of bear dogs, if well trained, will 
bay up a grizzly inside of a couple of hours, 
ordinarily speaking, and after that it is only 
for the hunter to come up and do the rest. 
This is hard, exciting work in the mount- 
ains, and is the work of a real sportsman, 
which cannot be said of trapping. There 
are few bear packs in the Rockies, however. 
I once was out with the High Tower pack 
‘and that pack killed twenty-four bears one 
spring, nearly all inside of two weeks. I do 
not know of a good pack now in the upper 
Rockies, though six years ago an English- 
man named A. P. F. Coape had a good lot 
of bear dogs in the Chama River country 
of New Mexico and Colorado. The greatest 
bear pack in America is, or was, that of 
Captain R. E. Bobo of Bobo, Miss., with 
whom it is a great treat to hunt, since he 
is without doubt the greatest r killer 
now alive, if we speak regarding the black 
bear. Captain Bobo has never lived outside 
of Mississippl. | 

It is not generally known that the Delta 
country of that State, say 100 miles south 
of Memphis, in the cane brake and bayou 
country, is the greatest game region of its 
size in America. The first year that Cap- 
tain Bobo went in there it was all a wilder- 
ness. That was when he was a young man, 
many years ago. In that first year he 
killed 306 black bears himself, with his own 
dogs, sometimes killing six in a single day. 
This sounds like a pretty big story, but it 
is true. That is why itis news. That region 
is now nearly cleaned aut, since the rail- 
roads have gone in there, yet as proof of 
what it once was, I may say that only three 
years ago in that same country our party 
killed ten bears in eight days over Bobo’s 
hounds. Bobo himself simply has a sort 
of mania for killing black bears. He says 
they are the biggest cowards in the whole 
world. He often kills them with the knife 
when they are fighting the dogs, disdaining 
to use the rifle. The main sport in running 
bear with the dogs is to hear the roaring 
chase and to try to ride fast enough to keep 
within hearing, till the bay and the fight 
and final shot end that particular chase. 
We got one black bear on that last hunt 
which was seven feet two inches in length, 
quite a fair sized brute for a blackie.“ 

But it was of hunting grizzlies that I 
wished to speak, the more especially as 
some parties are now leaving Chicago for 
the mountains, thinking that they will 
surely get a grizzly. The chances are quite 
against it at this season. If one, can find 
a nice huckleberry patch, high up on the 
mountains, where the bears have been eat- 
ing berries, he is a lucky man, and may get 
his bear right there if he will only be pa- 
tient and wait till his bear comes in there. A 
dry country, like that of New Mexico, may 
sometimes yield a shot on the same principle. 
Watch a water hole—if you find one—and if 
you see that it is used regularly by the bears. 
A bear will not go past the second day with- 
out water. He loves to wallow like a hog. 
The New Mexican hunters often got good 
bear in that way, though it is not so easy 
in a well watered country. . 


Grizzlies Caught by Baiting. 

The best way and the way most acceptable 
in all views for the sportsman to get his 
grizzly is over a bait. This is decoy shoot- 
ing, in a way, only you use a dead horse, or 
cow, or elk for the decoy, and sit watching it 
from your blind, perhaps fifty yards away. 
This is a pretty sure way of getting a bear 
in a bear.country, for about two or three 
weeks in the early spring, after which time 
it becomes less and less certain, as the food 
for the bear becomes more abundant—ber- 
ries, bugs, crickets, little mice—anything 
that he can get his tongue on. You will see 
where he has turned over rocks bigger than 
four men could move. He was only looking 
for ants or for mice. Above all things he 
prizes little, young, tender fleld mice. You 
should hear him grunt unctuously when he 
strikes a nest of these. | 

A bear sleeps under the snow, high up in 
the mountains, all winter, and when it 
warms up in the spring he begins to get 
hungry and to move around for food. His 
sense of smell is now of use to him, and the 
hunter who has a bait out within two or 
three miles of a bear den is almost sure to 
get a visit. The big bear, lean and hungry, 
travels daily farther and farther for his 
food, sometimes crossing forty miles of 
country before he stops. When he leaves his 
den he keeps on going till he finds sOmething 
to eat. We will say our hunter has put out 
three or four dead horses—old, broken down 
horses are kept as bear baits and are taken 
into the mountains for that purpose by the 
regular bear hunters. Between these baits

piece of meat behind him as he rides or 
walks. The bear strikes this trail and fol- 
lows it till it comes to the bait. The hunter, 
visiting his line of baits, finds one that has 
been disturbed. He at once builds his little 
blind to leeward of the place where he ex- 
pects his game to appear. The bear is most 
apt to come to feed about dusk or a little 
sooner, unless he is hungry. He will not go 
far away from that horse, early in the 
spring, until he has eaten it all up. The 
problem for the hunter is, therefore, nota 
hard one. 
Fish Catching Propensities. 

This is the surest way of getting a bear in 
the spring, but is not of much certainty in 
the fall, when the bear is fat and is not on 
the move much. In the spring time in some 
localities of the Western Rockies, such as 
the Salmon River country, where there is an 
annual run of salmon or trout, they go to the 
streams to catch fish, se it is not so hard to 
still hunt them in such surroundings. A 
good many are killed in this way in the 
spring. Up. to about June 1 the hide of a 
bear is in good shape. After that it is not 
of much account until late in the fall, and 
by that time the bear is looking around for 
his hibernating place again. 

Sometimes a bear den is found in the win- 
ter time by some man who has noticed the 
steam of the bear’s breath coming up 
through a Httle hole in the snow. I once 
had a laughable experience over such a sup- 
posed bear den. Billy Jackson, a well known 
halfbreed scout of the Blackfoot reserva- 
tion, with whom I was hunting in the moun- 
tains one winter, teld me of a steam hole 


ne had found where he thought there was 


probably ‘a grizzly sleeping off his last sum- 
mér’s debauch. Sure enough, we found the 
place and thought we surely would get our 
bear. Billy was a reckless sort of beggar 
and he volunteered to poke out. the bear 
while a friend and myself did the shooting. 
He'll come out plenty mad,” said Billy, 
„and if you don’t get him you'd better climb 
a tree.“ This was good, but difficult advice, 
as the whole party was on snowshoes and 
the snow was eight or ten feet deep. We 
were disappointed in our bear story, how- 
ever, for the steam was found to come from 
a bit of warm ground—an incipient geyser, 


“whose warmth had melted the snow. A 


more perfect imitation of a bear sign could 
not have been found. I have always ad- 
mired poor Billy Jackson's nerve and won- 
dered what would have happened if the bear 
had charged out into him as he stood there in 
the deep snow. 
Hunting in Spring Dangerous. 

There is one other way of getting a grizzly, 
which may be called the boldest and hardtest 
form of bear hunting. That is to get him in 
the early spring, at the time snow slides are 
running in the mountains. The danger is 
more from the slides than from the bear. 
Of course, this is all snowshoe work, and 
one must camp in the wildest parts of the 
mountains, at the most dangerous season, 
and with only such outfit as he can carry 
on his own back. He will be lucky if he has 
a tent, and not merely a bough shanty, in 
front of which he must keep a fire all night 
unless he would freeze to death. If he can 
stand this sort of trip he is no longer a 
tenderfoot. 

The bear, which has wintered in some hole 
high up the mountain, begins to travel high 
up, not at first going far from his hole. He 
knows that the track of a snowslide, which 
sweeps the earth, is the first place where he 
gan get a sniff of the ground and the fresh 
roots which he begins to covet. The bear 
sees the path made by theslide. He sniffs 
along the sides of the cut earth, trying to 
find a blade of grass, a torn root—anything 
to lick or bite at. Below him, from some- 
where, he smells something—a grateful 
aroma to him at that time. He turns and 
heads directly down the slide, till he comes 
to tHe source of the smell. Perhaps it is 
a dead mountain goat, or an elk, or a lot 
of spoiled fish—sardines, even, have been 
found by c@tain bears, to their sorrow, in 
such a place, and a roasted skunk makes a 
good bait. though a trifle strong for the 
hunter. The bear stops to eat. 

Perhaps there is a log with a hole bored 
in it, and in the hole*that morsel dearer to a 
bear even than a tender mouse—the honey 
which he craves. He paws at this, talking 
to himself all the time, whining and mum- 
bling in his hunger or his content. Then 
there comes a sharp sound which startles 
all the weird echoes of the solemn and 
white-fronted hills—the rifle shot, which 
kills, cripples, or misses, as bear or hunter 
may have it. Then the flight or the fight, 
as the case may be; perhaps, and probably, 
the death struggle in the snow where the 
bear drops, for the man who hunts bear 
this way is not apt to miss his meat. From 
behind the log where he has lain rises the 
gaunt face of the hungry and half frozen 
hunter, who has won the greatest American 
trophy in the boldest American way. The 
hunter, if he be old at this game, does not 
like to eat grizzly, as a general thing, but 
he will be glad enough to eat a piece of this 
one, and to put his hide under the scanty 
blankets of his adventurous camp. 

When you can tell this sort of a bear story, 
and tell it truthfully, you are entitled to sit 
with the old men at the campfire, and your 
words will be listened to with respect. Bet- 
ter try a dozen times for this accomplish- 
ment, and fall, than to go out with some 
professional guide, who traps and keeps his 
counsel, and lets you do the lying.

Confucius is the personification of the 
sober sense of usefulness, not fit for the 
present day of leveling tendencies and the 
ceaseless..chase after money, but for the 
Chinese, a people of incredible ceremonious- 
ness and the finest sense of formality, which 
regards every excess and impulsiveness, even 
in civic pursuits, as barbarous. ‘‘ Views 
and Sentiments Attributable to a Gentle- 
man would be a good title for the col- 
lected utterances of Confucius. There is 
more decorum in these utterances than in all 
the Chesterflelds and Knigges. 

And there is another distinguishing mark 
in these utterances which stamps them as 
the sentiments of an eminent man of the 
world, who tries to evade eccentricity and 
fantastery. They contain absolutely noth- 
ing studied, no demand which an intelligent, 
normally inclined man might not fulfll.

Demented Equines Common. 

“That is not an unusual case,” said Dr. 
Matthew H. McKillip. “ Horses frequently: 
go mad from heat. The really strange cases 
are those in which a horse goes crazy from 
some organic trouble. In that they are 
une men. I had a horse brought to me not 
a week ago for examination which was 


typical of a certain form of the trouble. 


The poor beast belonged to a prominent 
South Side family Which had recently 
bought him. The owner complained to 
me that it took the horse am hour to go a 
block. I watched it travel, and recognized 
the trouble at once. It was simply de- 
mented. Instead of trotting straight ahead 
it rocked up and down like a rocking-horse 
at a sort of cumbrous gallop, hardly making 
any progress, and seeming not to under- 
stand anything that was said to it. I was 
assured that not long before the horse had 
been a willing worker, and had had consid- 
erable speed. Yet when I saw it it would 
not trot nor walk, but just rocked along. I 
told the owner at once that the horse was 
crazy and could not be cured, but that did 
not convince him. He had an idea that if 
the horse were worked hard enough it would 


get well, so he sent it out several miles one 


day and workedAt hard the next, and within 
an hour after it got back to its stable the 
horse died. 


Derangement of Habit. 
„A horse is not just like a man in the way 


it goes crazy. The animal lacks the reason- | 
ing faculty, and, as a result, when its brain 


becomes deranged it lacks the strange mani- 
festations that are due to a crooked opera- 
tion of reason in man. The actions of the 
horse are largely habitual, and when the 
insanity comes on it is manifested through 
a derangement of habit. I had a case not 
long ago in which a horse which had been a 
good driver and worker for many years sud- 
denly desired to walk sideways. It was lia- 
ble to stop anywhere and sidestep, dr even to 
refuse to go ahead altogether and just step 
out to one side. I studied it closely and 
found that the poor brute was undoubtedly 
out of its head. Another case I knew was 
one in which the horse would turn to the 
left unless the right rein was held hard. It 


could only be driven by holding that rein 


by main strength all the time. It gradually 
got worse, and at last the horse had to be 
killed. 

„ Sometimes insanity in horses takes the 
violent form, somewhat like that of the horse 
in South Chicago. A horse which has grad- 
ually been growing crazy, and which has be- 
come harder and harder to drive, will take 
the bit in its teeth and charge straight 
ahead through everything, and have to be 
seriously injured or entirely exhausted be- 
fore it can be brought to a standstill. 


Insanity Seldom Curable. 

“When a horse has gone crazy through 
organic change it is, I believe, incurable. 
Still, the animal is not then necessarily use- 
less. Mares have been used for preeding 
purposes when it was well known that they 
were insane. Their colts were all right, 
though the dams were not. In insanity 
which develops from heat and which is due 
to inflammation the horse often gets well. 
Cases of each sort are not uncommon. I 
nave perhaps one a month brought to my 
attention, and there must be many more in 
the city.“ 

Not only: horses but other animals as well 
-are at times victims of insanity, and even 
when in a wild state. Mad wild animals 
have many times been known to terrorize 
communities and to escape huriters for a 
long time owing to their absolute departure 


from the customs of their kind.

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Har relentless spirit of revenge

of Benjamin Lett, the murdered Canadian, 
who is regarded by many asa patriot. For 
more than a generation the remains of the 
soldier had rested in a little thicket of an- 
cient apple trees on the farm of Thomas 
eit in De Kalb County, scarcely sixty miles 
from Chicago. There the devoted brother 
raised a shaft to the hero’s memory and in- 
scribed thereon a minute history of his suf- 
ferings and death. He had the spot guarded 
night and day against the spies who were 
known to be lurking in the neighborhood 
bent on seizing an opportunity to destroy 
the monument. 

Two abortive attempts were made by these 
#ecret emissaries to gain entrance to the 
burial ground, and then the persecution was 
apparentiy given up. Thomas Lett died 
three years ago, his last wish being that his 
fortune be spent in protecting his brother’s 
grave and in vindicating his memory. The

Leader of Canadian Rebels. 
_ Benjamin Lett was one of the Canadian 
rebels who, together with Papineau and 
MokKensie, led their fellow-citizens in the 
patriot war of 1837. He had been implicat- 
in the plot which ended in the blowing 
up of the Welland Canal locks and was con- 
cerned in the destruction of the “ Caroline. 
He. led the rebel forces at the battle of 
Fighting Island and won a reputation for 
eonppicuous bravery at the battle of Point 
au Pelee Island. The destruction of many 
monuments erected to illustrious English- 
men in various Canadian towns was said 
to be the work of Lett's skirmishers, and 
perhaps was one cause of the desecration 
of his monument. His name was held in

1 5 rebels made a gallant fight against 
the institutions which they had declared 
onerous, but were finally broken up into 
email bands of outlaws and one by one de- 
feated.

On June 
25, 1840, the steamship Great Britain was 
buened in Sackett’s Harbor, New Tork. 
' "Phe story recounted that a trunk had been 
carried aboard tontaining explosives, which 
at the appointed time blew up and set the 
ship afire.

Lett's family asserted that the 
whole affair was @ plot on the part of the 
Canadian authorities to put 
enemy out of the way. Evidence to this 


effect was discovered in the correspondence 
of & Canadian secret society. According to 
letters obtained by Thomas Lett from his 


detéctives in Canada, 300 members of a 
secret guild took an oath to pursue Lett to 


his death or hand down the task to their 


iidren. 

During the next five years Thomas Lett 
knew no surcease in his efforts to secure his 
brother’s pardon. He besieged the Gov- 
ernors of New York in a demand for clem- 
ency, he enlisted the aid of Senators and 
brought the matter before Congress, all to 
no avail. Bvery move he made he found 
himself checkmated by a counter play of the 
vengeful fraternity. Theusands of dollars 
were spent by each side in the fight, and 
charges of corrupting not only politicians 
end officials but the government itself were 
freely made by the martyr’s partisans, who 
realized at every turn how they had been 
outwitted. In 1845 Thomas Lett at last ob- 
tained his brother's release on the ground 
That prison life was killing him. 

i two brothers went away to the farm 
jin De Kalb County and lived quietly for 
thirteen years. The rebel leader tried to for- 
get the stormy scenes of his earlier years in 
aeeiduous application to a pastoral life, and 
ei occurred to interrupt his placid exist- 
ence. For ten years the proscribed man 


never set foot in the streets of Plano, the 


West Village. Only an occasional farmer 
Caught sight across the fields of the man 
who knew that his life constantly hung by 
ently a thread. Three times Canadians visit- 


ed the farm, professing to be friends, but the 


Lett brothers rid themselves of their pres- 
ence as quickly as possible. 
In the latter part of 1858 Benjamin was in- 
duced by some former Canadian co 
to engage in trading expeditions bet ween the 
lake porte. Several trips were made from 
Lake Superior points to Milwaukee. At last 
came the trip from which he never returned. 
His prolonged absence aroused his brother's 
euspicions, which were heightened by his 
receiving an unsigned telegram stating that 
Benjamin had been. drowned in Green Bay. 
the same day--the Milwaukee papers 
chronicled the death of Benjamin Lett from 


Poisoned by Strychnine. 

The details of the case brought out at the 

' Coroner’s inquest developed that the soldier 

had been given strychnine in his food by 

the officers of the trading vessel on which he 

had embarked. His murderers were never 

Captured. Amid great exoltement in the 

vicinity the remains of the hero were 

brought to the Lett farm and buried in the 

Thomas preached the funeral ser- 

mon, and the services, held on the spot 

where the coffin was lowered, attracted hun- 
dreds of farming folk. In 1862 the monu- 

ments were erected, and Thomas, during the 

next twenty years, consigned to the marble 

#urfaces the story of his brother's life. Al- 
most all of the main shaft and every inch of 
the lesser stones are covered with a fine 
script, continuing the story without a break 
from surface to surface, from stone to stone. 
On the south sidé of the monolith a bas- 
relief is cut in the stone, representing Silas 
Wright, Governor of New York in 1840, hold- 
ing aloft the scales of justice. One pan con- 
tains a form identified by the sculptor as that 
of Dafoe, who furnished the testimony for 
the conviction of Lett. The opposite pan, 
which fails to balance, contains a group of 
figures meant to repregent the 162 persons 
who testified to the fnnocence of the accused.

“SUICIDES INCREASE IN WA 


SEAR after year in Chicage the 
maximum number of suicides is 
| in close relation to the maximum 
of temperature as shown by the 
thermometer. To the Coroner's 
office an unusually hot spell of 
| [| weather not only means more 
— deaths in general for the city, but 
more deaths by suicide in particular. Fer 
instance, the hot spell beginning a week ago 
Saturday was noticeable in this respect. 

On Aug. 1 there had been one suicide noted. 
Not till Aug. 4 was another entered on the 
books of the once. On Sunday, Aug. ö. one 
more suicide was reported, while on Monday, 
after Sunday’s extréme temperature, four 
suicides, and a possible fifth victim, was the 
list. Carbolic acid was the means in the 
death of two persons, morphine in one, and 
hangin the other. 

To the * taking a layman's glance at 
these figures, the heat incentive searcely will 
be minimized: It is doubtful, however, !f 
more than the sense of Irritation felt in the 
extremes of heat will be taken into account. 
To the pathologist, however, this is to mis- 
take an effect for @ cause. 


Way in Which Heat Acts. 

Extreme heat influencing the body pra- 
duces a loss of tone, explains’ Dr. D. R. 
Brower, specialist in brain and nerve dis- 
eases. In the main, suicides belong to de- 
generate classes. Individually they are not 
equipped for the world’s battles. They can’t 
hang on. They have none of the necessary 
„Staying qualities that insure success. 

“Then, when in addition to this natural 
lack of capacity their energies are drained 
by the extreme heat, they lose their grip, as 
we say. This loss of tone, incident to the 
heat, 1 should say accounts for any unusual 
number of suicides in the hot months.“ 

In-the Coroner’s office are records showing 
the suicides in Chicago by months, Save for 
the distinct increase in number for the hot 
months, the deaths by suicide the year 
through are remarkably even in their aver- 
age of one death a day. 

Out of the 2,164 deaths reported to the Cor- 
oner for 1800, there were 864 suicides. As 
reported by months the tables show:

From these grewsome records in the Coro- 
ner’s office a good many interesting facts 
may be tabulated. Not the least of these 
are the methods used by suicides in ending 
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18. the 864 persons who killed themselves 
last year 94 were shot, 21 drowned, 46 hanged, 
and 166 poisoned. Poisoning thus was more 
resorted to than all the three means named.

cases of the 166 carbolic acid was used.

Types of Suicides. 

Speaking of suicides in general, Dr. Brower 
is of the opinion that in great measure they 
are the weaklings which have been pre- 
served by civilization; that some are in- 


sane, and that out of the total listed in a 


year are a few thoughtful, careful, perfectly 
balanced men and women who for one rea- 


gon or another Rave satisfied themselves 


that life to them is not worth living. 

‘The presumption is that the suicide was 
insane before the act,“ sald the doctor, 
„ but that presumption is not unassailable 
by any means. To say that every person 
who commits suicide is insane would be 
ridiculous. — 

“ Of the weaklings, which society protects 
and nurtures to a certain point, it may be 
gaid that in killing themselves they are do- 
ing only what society would not do. The 


old Romans had the Tarpeian Rock and the 


lions of the Coliseum for the disposition of 
these weaklings. We have no such heroic 
measures. 
War is a good thing in this respect. It 
is attractive to the.ne’er-do-well. He has 
been bored, idle, shoved on, and moved on. 
It has been hard for him to get the neces- 
garies of life. In the army he is well fed, 
is given something to do, and finds army 
discipline good for him. Incidentally if he 
ts killed he may have been saved that 
rouble by the enemy. 


Many Germans; Few Irish. 
“As to nationality tables, it often has 
been remarked that the Germans, a 
other nationalities, are prone to kill thém- 
selves. The suicides among the Irish are 
limited by two reasons. The first is that the 
Irishman is of a cheerful, hopeful dispost- 
tion; the second that the ban of the church 
upon the suicide is an even greater pre- 
ventive. The.denial of interment in conse- 
crated ground is one of the greatest de- 
terrents to suicide in the Catholic Church.” 
Sunday has long been remarked as a day 
for suicides above any other in the week. 
Sunshiny days have been suspected of being 
more conducive to suicides than are cloudy 
ones. In all conditions of society the suicide 


is represented, and in Chicago the age limits. 


are from 10 years up. The greatest propor- 
tion of suicides; however, is between the ages 
of 30 and 40 years. 


HEROES OF THREE AMERICAN WARS 


Gen. “Joe” Wheeler Tells of Brave Deeds of the Best Fighters in the World. 


(Interview with Brigadier General Joseph 


Wheeler.) 


IHEN I went to West Point 
as a cadet in 1856 the first 
thing I did was to report to 
Colonel Robert E. Lee, who 
was at that time superin- 
| tendent of the Military Acad- 
| | emy. Reaching his office, I 
knocked at the door, and 
when, in response to a summons to “ come 
in,” I entered, one of the handsomest men 


Lever saw rose from a table, walked around 


ft, and put a hand upon my shoulder in a 
kind and fatherly manner. I told him that 
I had come to report, and, with a few pleas- 
ent words, he bade me welcome, and sent 
me along to the Adjutant. 

I never met the great leader of the con- 
federacy during the war in which we both 
served, but my schoolboy recollections of 
him are even more valuable to me on that 
account. He was a dignified man, and could 


be stern on occasions, but extremely kind- 


hearted. His ideas of duty were inflexible, 
and his son, Austin Lee, who at that time 
Was à cadet at the Point, was treated by 
him with no favorable discrimination; the 
fact, indeed, was rather the opposite. Once 
the boy got into serious trouble, and his 
entire class had to come to his rescue with 
persuasion and pledges in order to redeem 
him from punishment. Colonel Lee remained 


at the Point for a year after I went there, 2 


and was then made a. Lieutenant Colonel 
of cavalry. 


Heroism at Siboney. 


I witnessed a great deal of fighting 
the civil war, but not any in which the men 
on either side showed more bravery than I 
have seen them exhibit recently in Cuba and 
the Philippines. Never shall I forget the 
occasion when, yellow fever having broken 


out at Siboney, the Twenty-fourth Infantry 


volunteered to go back and nurse the sick— 
to encounter, in a word, a plague ten times 
more terrifying than any human enemy they 
could be called upon to face in battle array. 
Though few, probably not over 5 per cent, of 
the men who went to attack Santiago had 
been under fire before, they behaved like 
veterans. In every case where they were 
ordered to take a position they marched 
against it with as much precision as if on 
parade executing maneuvers. Each soldier 
seemed to feel it a privilege to be there and 
to be imbued with a determination to con- 
quer. 

It was the same way in the Philippines. I 
recollect in particular an instance at Porac, 
in the capture of which I took part on the 
28th day of last September. Six hundred 
men of the Ninth Infantry were ordered to 
take a strong position, to do which they were 
obliged to advance 1,200 yards through open 
fields, every step of the movement being in 
such order as if the troops were at drill. I 
have seen armies of other nations, but, the 


more opportunities. I have had to compare 


them with our own soldiers the more im- 
pressed I have been with the superiority of 
our own fighting men The Americans are 
the best fighters in the world today—the best 
the world has ever produced. 

One of the most remarkable incidents of 
the San Juan fight had to do with two offi- 
cers of the Tenth Cavalry—Lieutenant WIII- 
fam H. Smith and Lieutenant William E. 
Shipp. These young men had entered West 
Point together, one of them from North 
Carolin and the other from Missouri. They 
were roommates at the Point, and remained 


euch through the course at the Military 


‘Academy, entertaining for each other a 


friendship more devoted than that of most 
brothers. Being graduated together, each 
of them returned to his own home and mar- 
ried. Both entered the same regiment, re- 
newing their intimacy. They went together 
into the battle at San Juan on July 1, 1898, 
and both were shot and killed in the same 
hour, falling within @ few yards of each 
other. When the list of killed was printed 


‘in the newspapers their names were consecu- 


tive. Each of them left a widow and three 
children. 
Speaking of touching incidents reminds me 


of one of the most pathetic scenes I wit- . 


nessed in the Philippines. When the insur- 
rection began General Luna, who was the 
Commander-in-Chief of the rebel armies, 
ordered all the native villages in the neigh- 
borhood of the scene of hostilities to be 
burned and drove the people before him like 
sheep. After the capture of Tarlac and the 
dispersion of the insurgent troops these un- 
happy folk began to return to their homes, 
and on my expeditions I would meet bodies 
of men, women, and children, from half a 
dozen to 100 in a bunch, coming back. They 
had been living in any way they could to 
preserve their existence, most of them in 
carts, and their clothes were exceedingly 
ragged and dirty, though many bore evi- 
dence of superior culture and standing. They 
always had a number of white flags on 
poles, and usually a little child walked some 
distance in advance of the party, carrying a 
tall reed of the fishpole kind, with a hand- 
kerchief attached to it. The infant would 
toddle along through the mud, holding up 
the reed, which was ten feet long perhaps, 
and presenting one aspect of war that might 
well bring tears to the eyes even of the most 
hardened veteran. 


Swam Across Bagabag River. 

One of the most heroic things I saw done 
during my campaign in the Philippines was 
at the Bagabag River. We were trying to 
get a body of troops across the stream and 
were experiencing determined opposition on 
the part of the enemy, which was in strong 
force on the further bank. It was a difficult 
position, for our soldiers were exposed to a 
scathing fire of artillery and small arms. 
Nevertheless, under this destructive fusil- 
lade two of our men swam across the river 
with ropes and tied them to posts on the 
other side, thus enabling Funston and his 
men to pull a raft over with twenty Amer- 
icans on it. This soon wound up the fight, the 
Filipinos taking, as usual, to their heels. 

The modern system of warfare has a tend- 
ency to discourage individual heroism. Acts 
of personal daring are necessarily excep- 
tional, because it is demanded of troops 
that, in all ordinary cases, they shall act as 
@ body. Our discipline and drill encourage 
both officer and soldier to do their duty on 
certain definite lines and in accordance with 
prescribed rules, an army operating like a 
single machine under the direction of one 
mind—that of the General commanding. 
What I admire in our officers and men is not 
only their courage but also their demeanor, 
which has so great an influence upon the 
morale of troops in the field. Both in Cuba 
and in the Philippines I have had opportu- 
nities of observing officers whose cool and 
determined bearing has extended over raw 
recruits an influence almost doubling the 
efficiency of the entire fighting force. 

Certainly we may know, to our great satis- 


— 
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faction, that the American soldier has not 
retrograded. As a veteran of three wars, in 
each of which my part has been such as to 
enable me to overlook the activities of great 
numbers of men, I am able to assert that he 
is as capable a fighting man today, as brave 
and as efficient, as he has ever been. Taking 
him from all points of view, I have no hesita- 
tion In declariug him to be the best soldier in 


the world at tie present time. As brave as 


the bravest, be adds to the quality of fear- 


lessness a coolness, a steadiness, and a sub- 


tion to discipline which make him the 
ay ideal of a battlewinner. He will prove 
it in the future, as he has done in the past. 


Every war has its heroes. To my notion, | 


the hero of the civil war, om the confederate 
side, was Sam Davis, the scout. He was 
caught in Tennessee, with papers of im- 
portance on his person, and arrested. A 
young fellow and of fine appearance, hie 
case excited sympathy on the part of the 
federal authorities, and he was informed 
that if he would tell who gave him the pa- 
pers they would give him a fine horse, with 
equipments, and a pistol, and send him 
under cafe escort through the lines. Here- 
fused, and was sentenced to death as a spy. 
Up to the scaffold they begged him to yield, 
urging that a mere boy like him ought not 
to sacrifice his life for such a trifie; but he 
shook his head, and was hanged. General 
Dodge, who was in command of the federals, 
was so struck with admiration of such noble 
fortitude that he sent his own check for $26 
as a contribution to a fund for a monument 
to the scout, with words of praise for his 
character. 


Reminiscence of Champ Ferguson. 


Perhaps the most remarkable character 
in the civil war, tt eugh I do not speak of 
him as a hero, was the famous, or infamous, 
Champ Ferguson. He lived on the border 
line between Kentucky and Tennessee, in 
a part of the country where the most dis- 


tressing of all phases of the internecine 


conflict were developed, neighbor fighting 
against neighbor and brother against 
brother. From this situation of affairs 


feuds of the utmost bitterness arose, as 


was inevitable, and some who did not join 
either army became guerrillas, killing with- 
out mercy. 

Why Champ Was a Guerrilla. 


Champ was a guerrilla, but he did not be- 
come such without provocation. He was a 


hard-working farmer, and on one fateful 


eceasion sixteem men came to his house 


during his absence and insulted his family. 


Among other things, if I remember correct- 
ly, they stripped his wife and made her 
dance. Ferguson was a changed man from 
the moment he learned of the outrage: he 
knelt and vowed that he would kill every 


one of those concerned in it. And he kept 


his word, killing them all within two 
months. In,one case he killed four in one 
house, breaking down the door, shooting 
two at once and dispatching the others 
while they begged for mercy. 

Champ did not stop there, however, his 


thirst for blood having been once awakened. 


He was arrested finally and tried at Nash- 


ville for the killing of 125 men, complete 


proof being furnished in every instance 
charged. After being convicted he made a 
full confession, though claiming that he 
had wiped out all of his victims in fair 
war, excepting only the sixteen who had 
abused his wife. Nevertheless he was 
hanged.

Dangers from the Drays. , 
The loaded dray, piled high with heavy

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boxes and barrels, with the load so often 
held in place by a careless bit of rope, is an- 
other danger. A lurch from the wheels and 
a box may fall upon the head of the man 
standing under it waiting for the wagon to 
pass. Often at a crossing a man may stand 
between two of these drays in such a way 
that a broken axle would mean death to him. 


Crossing a street between crossings the. 


manhole of the sewer, with its tron cover, is 
a modified menace. Every little while gas 
in a down-town sewer explodes, driving cov- 
ers into the air for blocks. At each of these 
the flying cover and the flame and shock of 
the explosion are serious. Itis always worth 
while to walk around a manhole cover, 
whether you think it is loaded or not. 

The runaway horse in down-town Chicago 
is rare. To live at all in Chicago the horse’s 
nerves must have been thoroughly tested. 
He does not scare at trifles. The steam roller 
and the darting automobile no longer trouble 
him, but so lo as he shall live, perhaps, 
the sheet of white paper blowing under his 
feet is likely to cause him to bolt. ! 


Automobiles as a Menace. 


Careless driving of horses and of auto- 
mobiles are menaces to life and limb, every- 
where. In many cases mere boys are in 
charge of horses and wagon, when the law 
presumes to say that only trained persons 
shall drive an automobile. As between a 
boy on an automobile and a boy behind a 
spirited team, the public probably would 
choose the automobile as the less dangerous 
of the two. 

It is from overhead that the down-town 
pedestrian is menaced in great degree. 

Down-town Chicago is bristling with all 
manner of sign boards. In a March wind 
their squeakings and gratings are lally 
ominous. There is no inspector of signs to 
determine when a sign’s supports have rust- 
ed through, and it is left largely to the wind 
to discover these weaknesses. ~ 
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Again, an examination of the cornice lines 


of many of the older buildings along crowded 
streets will show chimney bricks, gargoyles, 


iron and stone trimmings in a hundred 
shapes hanging to walls as if by a thread. 
There are sections of State street where 
this may be especially marked from the 
windows of near-by skyscrapers.. 

The new building going up is always more 


or less a menace. Even if a heavy wooden. 


awning is put over the sidewalk, pieces of 
such weight are now used in construction 
that from a fifteenth floor scarcely anything 
would break the force of a falling weight. 

On the window sills of so many buildings 
are flower-pots, milk bottles, books, and 
boxes that the least touch of a careless per- 
son would precipitate them to the street 
below. Only a few months ago in a tall 
down-town pbuilding a pile of blank-paper 
tablets were piled high close to a window 
on the seventh floor. From some cause the 
pile toppled over and through a big plate- 
glass window, throwing a shower of heavy 
glass into the street and following it with 
five-pound packages of blank paper. For- 
tunately no one was passing at the moment. 
Dnly the other day in Dearborn street an 
explosion preceding a fire threw showers of 
glass from a fifth-floor window, cutting and 
bruising many persons. 

Another menace is the foolish janitor who 
stands outside a lofty window to clean it 
without strapping himself to the window 
frame as the ordinances require. Not only 


the janitor's body is a menace, but his heavy 
bucket and his cleaning sticks and mops. 
From a height of ten floors a falling rubber 
cleaner wov'd break a skull as effectively 
as would a bullet. Within five years halfa 
dozen careless janitors havo fallen from tall 
buildings and been killed and each time their 
criminal carelessness has menaced others 
as. they fell. 

On the occasion of parades, when streets 
are Jammed with people and sightseers from 
open windows above cfowd out over the 
ledges to peer downward, one may look up 
and down a street and see a hundred deaths 
menacing those above and below. An un- 
guarded movement or an unexpected faint- 
ness or dizziness of one person in a window 
might mean death or serious injury to half 
a dozen persons. 

To these standing possibilfties in the mat- 


ter of accidental death in the streets may be’ 


added those that come from the man who is 
wild with liquor and likely to run amuck; 
from the policeman who may have to shoot 
at an escaping prisoner or at a mad dog; or 
from the open coal hole in summer and its icy 
cover in: winter. 

Altogether, to the C man who goes 
down to business every day the, necessity of 
kissing his wife and babies good-by is a good 
deal more pressing than the accident insur- 
ance companies seem to assert,

„My idea has been to rebuild and refit the 
Fool Killer, which, by the way, was not of 
my naming. In my recent trip through the 
rapids I suffered from the cold water and as 
the stream is warmest in September, I should 
Uke to be ready to take soundings about 
Sept. 15. 

„ My plans are not wholly settled, but I 
know that the next boat will be much simpler 
than was the first. It will have no propeller, 
because a propeller is useless in that current. 
I will do away with the rudder and carry one 
oar only, with which to steer as well as may 
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For soundings, I have in mind a number 
of slender cast iron plummets about three 
feet.long with wires attached to eyes in one 
end. In that current, everything moves with 
the water. To a person in a boat only the 
rush of air is noticeable. Letting down a 
plummet attached to a measured wire, I 
could feel it the moment it struck bottom. At 
that moment I would clip the wire and meas- 
ure the remainder on the spool. 

A good many trips might be necessary 
before all soundings were made, but I feel 
that these waters are not half as dangerous 
as they seem to be. I have figured all the 
chances and I am more than willing to take 
the risks so long as I am not confounded with 
the barrel men and the museum types that 
have gone before me. I took the name of 
Bowser in the first venture in order to escape 
cheap notoriety which the customs authori- 
tiles in Canada forced upon me. If they had 
let me pass I could have made my trip with- 
out any of the sensational features that after- 
ward developed.“

I do not propose in this letter to call at- 
tention anew to the frightful atrocities per- 
petrated in King Leopold's name by his 
white and colored officials on the Congo, 
atrocities that have excited horror not only 
throughout the civilized world but even in 
the Dark Continent itself, where rapine, 
bloodshed, and slavery are the rule rather 
than the exception. People both here and in 
Europe have read until they have been sick- 
ened the duly authenticated stories of the 
practice of King Leopold's officers of cutting 
off the hands of all the men, women, and 
children of the native villages along the 
Congo Valley in, all cases where they are 
unable to furnish the required quota of rub- 
ber which is exacted in the King’s name in 


lieu of taxes. 


What I wish to point out here is something 
entirely different and new, at any rate to 
the public—namely: that the King has been 
gullty of a most high-handed and altogether 
inexcusable act of robbery. 

According to the terms of the treaty by 
which the Congo Free State was constituted 
a treaty to which the great powers, inelud- 
ing the United States, had given their con- 
serit in consideration of an autograph letter 
of King Leopold, in which he had declared 
„ my only program, I am anxious to repeat, 
is the work of material and moral regener- 
ation of the Congo Valley —it was ex-

pressly stipulated that Leopold as sover- 
eign of the Congo State, the government 
of the latter should embark in no trading or 
industrial enterprises, the idea being, of 
course, that the Congo Valley should be 
open to the commercial and industrial com- 
petition of the entire world, and that Leo- 
pold and the Free State government should 
derive their revenues from the taxes, re- 
stricted in their amount by the terms of the 
constitution. For Leopold would never have 
been intrusted with the sole sovereignty of 
the entire Congo Valley had it not been on 
the understanding that his interest in the 
matter was purely philanthropic, and that 
the Congo Valley was merely placed under 
his beneVolent rule and control with the ob- 
ject of throwing it open to the trade and in- 
dustry of the world. 8 


Being thus debarred by the constitution of 


the state and of the international treaty of 
Berlin from embarking upon any commer- 
cial or industrial enterprises as sovereign, 
Leopold created what is now known as the 
Domaine Prive.“ which may be described 
as the King’s private estate. And before a 
year was past the Congo Free State govern- 
ment had assigned to the Domaine Prive,”’ 


that is to King Leopold personally, lands 


covering about 1,000,000 square miles. 

It would take too long here to relate the 
manner by which the Domaine Prive and 
the Free State government between them 
have gradually possessed themselves of not 
only three-quarters of the entire Congo Free 
State territory, but have likewise driven out 


‘ 


and the territories 


all other industry and trade, converting the 
entire Congo Free State, that is to say, the 
whole Congo River ‘Valley—the grandest 
artery of African trade—into a gigantic 
monopoly, owned partly by King Leopold in 


his private capacity through the Domaine 


Prive” and partly in his official quality as 
sovereign of the Congo Free State. For the 
latter, in flagrant defiance of the solemn 


pledges given by Leopold at the time of the 


Berlin congress in 1885, is now trading open- 
ly not in rivalry but in conjunction with the 
Domaine Prive. “ 


—— 

Briefly speaking, the whole Congo basin 
comprised, within the 
limits of the Congo Free State are divided 
into three zones. The first belongs to the 
Domaine Prive,” and is absolutely and en- 
tirely closed to private trade or industry of 
any kind, the harvesting of the natural 
products, rubber and ivory, being reserved 
for the exclusive benefit of King Leopold in 
his private capacity. The second zone is in 
the same way reserved exclusively to the 
Free State government, that is to say, to 
King Leopold in his official capacity as 
sovereign. The harvesting of rubber and of 
ivory there is the monopoly of the Free 
State government, and the entire zone is 
strictly closed to private enterprise in any 
form. The third zone, comprising less than 
one-quarter of the Congo territory, and its 
least valuable portion, is split up among 
various concessionnaires who have to pay 
heavy licenses and other dues to the govern- 
ment, and who, with the object of recouping 
themselves, are forced to show themselves 
quite as ferociously cruel in the collection 
of rubber as the officials of the Domaine 
Prive and of the Congo Free State. 


To put the. matter shortly, King Leopold 
has in his private and public capacity, and 
with the most brazen disregard of all his 
solemn promises and pledges to the great 
powers, possessed himself of the monopoly 
of trade in rubber and ivory in more than 
three-fourths of the Congo Free State terri- 
tory, comprising, as it does, the entire basin 
of the River Congo. 


That he should want money under the cir- | 


cumstances requires explanation. The fact 
of the matter is, that until the raHroad is 


extended and the steamship service devel- 


oped the expenses of transport of the rub- 
ber and ivory to the coast eat up a consider- 
able part of the profits which would other- 
wise flow into the pocket of the King. More- 
over, since the absence of proper railroad 
and steamboat communications renders su- 
pervision difficult, the officials. of the Do- 
maine Prlve and of the Congo Free State, 
comprising in thir ranks adventurers and 
social outcasts of every race and clime, take 
advantage of their freedom from control to 
rob their employer—that is, the King—in the 
most shameless fashion. To such an extent 
is this the case that no man with any good 


name to prize and preserve would dream of 


entering the service of King Leopold in 
Africa. 

Aside from the appalling atrocities which 
characterize the collection of rubber and 
ivory by King Leopold’s gang of pirates—the 
wholesale butchery, mutilation, and devasta- 
tlon—the rubber is being collected without 
the slightest regard to the future, and the 
entire Congo Valley is being converted into 
a howling wilderness, a scene of ruin and 
horror without parallel. 


Will not the great powers, which by the | 


treaty of 1885 accepted responsibility for the 
welfare of the Congo basin, interfere before 
it is too late, and call to account their man- 
datory King, Leopold, who, under the guise 
of philanthropy, is Introducing not civiliza- 
tion but barbarism of the most cruel and 


selfish form into the Dark Continent?

Italians in America Hope to See the 
Ideas of Mazzini and Garibaldi

after the flight of Pope Pius IX. from Rome, 
Mazzini established a republic there. Gar- 
ibaldi was commander of the republican 
army for part of thistime. This wastwenty 
years before Rome finally was wrested from 
the church by Victor Emmanuel II. 

France finally overthrew the Republic of 
Rome, and the hopes of Mazzini and Gari- 
baldi were destroyed for the time.

A few days after his defeat in 1896 
Mr. Bryan offered “a word of hope and 
encouragement” to millions of loyal 
hearts saddened by temporary defeat.” 
He said “the friends of bimetallism have 
not been vanquished; they have simply 
been overcome, They belie¥e that the gold 
standard is a conspiracy of the money- 
changefs against the welfare of the human 
race, and they will continue the warfare 
against it.” His followers were urged 
to renew their allegiance to the free sil- 
ver cause, to retain their club organiza- 
tions, hold meetings, circulate literature, 
and get ready for 1900. “ Befbre that 
year arrives,” said he, “the evil effects of 
a gold standard will be even more evident 
than they are now, and the people then 
‘ready to demand an American financial 
policy for the American people will join 
with us in the immediate restoration of 
the free and unlimited coinage of gold 
and silver at the present legal ratio of 16 
to 1,” | | 

The year 1900 has come and the un- 
successful candidate of 1896 is again ask- 
ing the voters for their suffrages. He acts, 
however, as if convinced he made a mis- 
take when he predicted that by this time 
the American people would see in the gold 
standard a “ conspiracy against the human 
race.” If he believed they did, he would 
‘geek for no other issue for this campaign. 
It would be unnecessary. So the promi- 
nence given by him to “imperialism” is 
evidence that he does not think the voters 
are ready for free silver, It is true that 
he insisted upon putting in the party plat- 
form that doctrine in its most offensivee 
form, but that was to hold the votes of his 
Populist adherents. 

The result is that this year’s Democratic 
platform lacks the simplicity and direct- 
ness of the one of four years ago. The 
Chicago platform was au appeal to ignor- 
ance and dishonesty. It held out to all 
who were in debt the prospect of relief 
from much of their indebtedness. It prom- 
ised to those who had low wages or no 
work’. abundant work and good wages 
through a debasement of the currency, 
which intelligent men know can give neith- 
er.

No one today has any definite ideas as 
to how a city ought or ought not to grow, 
and particularly as to what distribution of 
population is to be regarded as satisfactory. 
The characteristice feature of our West- 
ern cities is their large area. Yet great 


density of population is found in their cen- 


tral portions, and sparseness elsewhere is 
largely an incident of belated settlement 
rather than the permanent realization of an 
ideal density of population. Low density— 
which is universally regarded as so desira- 
ble—merely marks a temporary stage of de- 
velopment, an accidental condition. 
Moreover, this accidental condition in- 
volves an unsatisfactory distribution of 
land so far as use is concerned and is ex- 
pensive to maintain. The existing diffusion 
of people does not in general involve lib- 
eral greas of space for each family—a yard 
with trees and grass and room for children. 
Instead. even outside the heart of the city, 
stories of flats are piled upon each other, 
with their ugly rear verandas and stair- 
ways and their diminutive courts and rear 
yards. At the same time the unoccupied 
land—the waste places—of the district 
serves merely to lengthen the mileage of 
expensive improvements in the streets. 
Detroit, for example, has just discovered 
that 51 per cent of its total street mileage 
is bordered by unimproved property, and 
that of its 517 miles of water mains about 
200 miles, costing approximately $1,441,681, 
has been laid in front of property where 
water is never used. The cost of other 
s of mains in the streets and of sewers, 
paving, and street cleaning opposite this un- 
improved property has not been worked out, 
buf must obviously be a large sum. Here, 
then, is a mode of expansion which with- 
draws a large fraction of the land of a city 
from use and makes it at the same time a 
gource of great expense. 
It is certainly an open question whether 
the finished compactness of Paris is not a 
better ideal than the crude diffusion of Chi- 
engo, or rather whether continuous expan- 
sion is not preferable to that which leaps 
over great numbers of vacant lots. This does 
not necessarily mean that density of popula- 
tion would be increased under the former 
principle. ‘The density would depend upon 
the prevailing standards and regulations on 
the subject. But at any rate all the land near 
which improvements were made would be 
devoted to use, and the city, so far as built 
up, would be approximately finished, in- 
stead of being in respect to a considerable 
part of its area forever in a ragged state.

| OVERTAXING THE PUPILS. 

The subcommittee of fifteen men and 
women recently chosen to investigate the 
studies taught in the Qhicago schools has 
made a partial report suggesting radical 
changes in the elementary grades. Mr. H. 
H. Gross and his fellow-members of the 
subcommittee have come to the conclusion 
that the children are overtaxed by-having 
too many studies, and that they also come 
out of the graded schools with an inades 
quate knowledge of English and of other 
practical branches. Both evils are due 
to the fact that the preseribed course is 
too extensive. Not only are there too many 
subjects, but the aggregate amount of work 
exacted is too great. The committee be- 
lie ves it to be a mental and physical im- 
possibility to accomplish the prescribed 
tasks without overwork and serious menace 
to the health of the average child. 

This charge against our educational sys- 
tem is not new, but it has not previously 
been presented with so much convincing 
detail. With the rapid broadening of the 
field of human knowledge that has taken 
place in the last generation there has been 
an almost irresistible tendency to crowd 
new studies into all the school courses, The 
result has been to pass beyond the mental 
powers of the pupils and to give them a 
smattering of all brauches and no thorough 
knowledge of any branch. Conscientious 
or ambitious pupils whe try to do thor- 
ough work in all things can do so only 
at the expense of their physical strength 
and health. This evil has affected the col- 
leges as well as the elementary and high 
schools, but the higher educators have dis- 
covered the mistake and are seeking to 
avoid it. It is still more important that 
the reform should be applied to the com- 
mon schools, which are the only ones to 
which nine-tenths of the people can ever go. 

Mental training rather than mental cram- 
ming is the seéret of true education. This 
is gained by thoroughness in a few of the 
vital subjects rather than by a superficial 
knowledge of a dozen or a score of branches. 
In the modern school, as well as in the 
modern man's or woman’s life, it is well 
to keep in mind the idea that something 
must be crowded out.” When it comes to 
choosing the things to be eliminated, how- 
ever, there is likely to be more or less 
trouble. Every branch and fad that has 
been crowded into the common school cur- 
riculum during the last twenty-five years 
still has its ardent champions. 

Mr. Gross’ committee recommends that 
algebra be dropped from the graded schools, 
that no language other than English should 
be taught below the high school, and that 
some of the time thus saved should be

MAKING NEW WARDS. _ 

When the census figures are available the 
special committee of the Council appointed 
to draft an ordinance for the division of the 
city into thirty-five new wards will be able 
to set to work. Those figures it must have, 
for one of the legal requirements is that the 
wards shall be as nearly equal in popula- 
tion as possible. Another is campactness 
and contiguity of territory. 

It would be the easiest matter in the 
world for half a dozen Aldermen familiar 
with the lay of the land and in possession of 
the necessary data as to population to make 
an equitable and legal reapportionment 
scheme were it not that political and per- 
sonal interests make the work difficult if 
not impracticable. There are politicians 
whe would like to see the wards so laid out 
as to insure the election of a greater num- 
ber of Republican or of Democratic Alder- 
men. Efforts to secure an unfair party ad- 
vantage may delay the work in hand, but 
cannot succeed, A majority pf the Alder- 


Démocratic gerrymander pass, while the 
Mayor’s veto will kill any ordinance which 
aims to give the Republicans an advantage. 

The tug of war will come when the at- 
tempt is made to reconcile the fair division 
of the city with the conflicting interests of 
Aldermen.

MUNICIPAL PROFITS FORBIDDEN. 

In considering a bill granting the English 
City of Rochdale authority to build and 
operate municipal tramways, the Police and 
Sanitary committee of the House of Lords, 
acting on its own motion, recently added an 
amendment forbidding the application of 
any profits from the undertaking to the 
general expenses of the city, or to any pur- 
pose other than the needs of the service and 
the reduction of fares. 

This action was not without one or two 
legislative precedents and accords with the 
prevailing practice of Glasgow and most 


nieipal trading enterprises. 

Some British cities have, to be sure, made 
it a practice, especially in connection with 
public gas plants, to keep up the charges in 
order that a surplus beyond the demands for 
depreciation and a sinking fund might be 
realized and might be turned into the pub- 
lic treasury. Indeed, a certain fraction of 
the large profits realized from the Glasgow 
tramways is contributed to an ancient fund 
called the “common good,” which, accord- 
ing to tradition, is only to be drawn upon 
for extraordinary public purposes. Some 
public bodies, too, have undoubtedly been in- 
fluenced toward ventures in municipal trad- 
ing, eapéciaRy in the case of tramway un- 
dertakings, by the prospects of profits there- 
from which might be applied to the reduction 
of general taxes. 

The principle more generally followed, 
however, is to reduce the cost to consumers 
to the lowest figure which will allow ade- 
quate provision for maintenance, deprecia- 
tion, and a sinking fund to wipe out the 
capital expenditure ip forty or fifty years, 
Glasgow, for example, has steadily reduced 
the price of gas, since it came into possession 
of the gas monopoly thirty years ago, from 
$1.14 to 52 cents per thousand feet. This 
policy, too, is generally recognized in Great 
Britain as more progressive than that which 
makes such services agencies for collecting 
public revenpe.

- UNSOLICITED GOODs, 

A manufacturer of collar buttons com- 
plains that he is often defrauded by the 
inattention of those to whom he sends un- 
solicited goods on approval. His complaint 
raises the question of the rights of peddlers 
to obtrude their goods and themselves upon 
public attention. 

Newspaper and other printed advertise- 
ments may be read or neglected and even 
the billboard and waste paper box appeals 
may be passed by, although the roll of 
invalids made by the dreadful iteration of 
need in a given-line has yet to be counted;

LIFE IN THE ALLEYS. 

Not only in respect to height and ma- 
terials but especially in ground plan—in the 
contrast between back yard and interior 
court—is the architecture of Manhattan Is- 
land utterly different in type from that of 
Havana. Both cities are alike, however, in 
being destitude of alleys. In both the gar- 
bage can must be put out in front,” while 
all supplies must be introduced and all 
refuse be removed at the street entrance. 

Fortunately the national capital was laid 
out at the end of the last century, with alléys 
cutting through the heart of all blocks, and 
this example has since been followed in 
American cities. 2 | 

The alley in its essential idea stands for 
two things—namely: spaciousness and a 
“back way.” The spacious rear yards, 
however, which in the case of cities with 
alleys were intended to serve as grassy em- 
bellishments for each residence, are but too 
often covered today by buildings of one 
sort or another, and the ragged views which 


seldom relieved by green sward or shrub- 
bery. In the crowded districts the alleys 
usually vie with each other in ugliness, and 
in a few desperate cases houses face upon 
them. Their frontage is usually reserved, 
however, for barns, coal bins, storehouses, 
and garbage boxes. . 

The general condition of the alleys de- 
pends largely upon the ward inspectot. His 
energy, standards, and relations with the 
contractor may be read upon the face of 
things by the wayfarer, and the contrast be- 
tween conditions in adjacent wards is often 
sharp. 

The activity which goes on in the alleys is 
neither meager nor lacking in variety. In 
the gray morning the milkman pursues his 
halting course through many of them. The 
Greek or Italian vegetable vender is like- 
wise early astir in their precincts. Before 
most people have swallowed their break- 
fasts the alley next his barn or storehouse 
is gay with loads of cabbages, beets, and 
celery ready for hawking. As 7 o’clock ap- 
proaches the drays begin to emerge from the 
stables and to rattle away toward their 
work. 

The garbage wagon comes next, and gives 
an example, as it has done these many years, 
of “how not to do it.“ No bit of public work 
in the city exhibits more crude and labort- 
ous methods than does the collection of gar- 
bage. Instead of a van properly built for 
the purpose, with sunken axles carrying the 
wagon box near the ground, the vehicles used 
have bodies mounted in the ordinary fash- 
jon-and provided with extraordinarily high 
sides, over which all material must be 
heaved, after being scooped out of the wood- 
en garbage boxes with big shovels. If the 
trustworthiness of the city government 
shall ever justify the extension of real direct 
labor—not the half way system of hiring 
teams now prevailing—it may be hoped that 
the city will organize this branch of the pub- 
lic service in a creditable manner, with ade- 
quate appliances of its own, and will then 
require householders to have proper recepta- 
cles which may easily be dumped by two 
men directly into the van. 

The garbage man may be preceded in his 
rounds by the pariah dog and the rag picker. 
The salvage which the latter gleans from 
the alleys fills numberless cellars and store- 
rooms with bottles, rags, zinc, and other 
junk.

The fight is one which is not apt to appeal 
greatly to the sympathies of the outsider, 
but the spectacle of any body of persons 
struggling for what they believe to be their 
rights is one to be viewed with feelings of 
respect.

| PAGE & CO. will publish the 
larst number of their new 
| magazine in November. It 
I will be called, as already an- 
} nounced, the World’s Work. 
| This was the name of a de- 
r partment once published in 
the Century Magazine and edited by Charles 
Barnard. I tmagine that the new magazine 
will be something on the order of Mr. Bar- 


nard's department—that is, that it will be a 


record of the events that make history as 
well as of those that mark the scientifie 
progress of the century. The magazine will 
be ot a different size from the usual one. It 
will be something the shape of the Review of 


Reviews, only larger, and will be sold for 


25 cents. ' 
The ten-cent magazine idea is not regarded 


in as favorable light as it was some time aso. 
Nothing can be made on the circulation at 


10 cents, and unless the circulation is large 
the advertiser will not advertise, and with- 
out advertising the magazine cannot be made 


to pay. 

Both Mr. Doubleday and Mr. Page know a 
good deal about magazines. Mr. Doubleday 
was the publisher of Scribner’s Magazine 
from the day of its birth until he left about 
three years ago to go in with Mr. McClure, 
He knows the advertising agents and he 
knows the news agents. Mr. Page was not

Whistle for Bridgetenders. 

Boe is made the entrance into one of the 
great waterways of this city. It is this 
passage of the portals that keeps many citi- 
zens of Chicago, dwelling even remote from 
the scene, awake during the night houra, 
for the tugs and steamers often lie half an 
hour at ae’ stretch whistling over and over 
for the reluctant bridgetenders, It seems 
much trouble for little gain, for as the boat 
enters the branch there is little to be seen 
that is apparently worth while.

Near Goose Island. 

Beyond the next bridge the river widens 
suddenly and forks, the old channel lying 
te the left, the Ogden Canal to the right. 
Goose Island is directly in the center, and 
on the lower end of it are the dry docks— 
for many years the only dry docks in Chi- 
cago, and capable of receiving the largest 
steamers, but now far outclassed and able to 
receive only the medium sized vessels. A 
picturesque spot is the old dry dock, with 
its rotting timbers, its old caisson gates, 
and its smell of tar and of ship timbers which 
persists in spite of the strong odors of the 
North Branch. The carpenter shop and the 
pump house are as old as the docks, but 
they are kept busy all the time, for there is 
no other small dry dock at this harbor ex- 
cept the floating hull of the old steamer B. 
F. Wade near Wells street, and none of a 
larger size excopt at South Chicago. 

So much falls to the share of the Goose 
Island ship carpenters and almost every day 
some steamer is to be seen in for recalking 
or for repairs of some sort, or some ancient 
schooner for a patch on its bottom that will 
enable it to start on one more cruise. Old 


world-—the Armour A and B house. By it 
also are many lumber yards, and.on its bank 
stands the swiftest working coal dock on 
the Chicago River—one of the few in the 
city which are equipped with modern ma- 
chinery, At this dock “ clamshell "’ scoops 
are used to holst the coal—scoops which 
lowered fill themselves, lifting 2,300 pounds 
at a trip, eight tons a minute. With three 
of these scoo orking together the larg- 
est cargo that can enter the North Branch 
—about 8,000 tons—can be lifted out in about, 
three hours. Three scoops can rarely be 
used at a time, but the entire cargo is usually 
lifted out in about five hours’ working time. 


Building a New Bridge. 


The canal bears another mark of North 


Branch progress, for its old Division street 
bridge, that for years appeared about to 
topple over into the river, has at last been 
removed and a new bascule bridge is being 
erected in its place. Farther up is a monu- 
ment to similar progress—the ruin of the 
Weed street bridge, the first jackknife 
thrown across the river and the forerunner 
of the bascules of today. This bridge, which 
was cheap to construct but expenstve to op- 
erate, served the city well, as has ite fellow 
at Canal street, but it is now worn out end 
iche, hanging rusting on its chains. 

Not far from this oldest bascule bridge 
etands also the best roadway bridge in the 
city, the bascule of North Halsted street 
across the river west of Goose Island. This 
is a type of the new bridges that the Sanitary 
District is about to erect on the main river 
and the South Branch, and has proved ite 
efficiency at this important point.

Big coal docks line the 


river on either hand, and the majority of the 


black cargoes that come to the city come up 


It seems a harbor 
Williams, once a fine tug in the days of the 
galling vessel, tows stone scows from here to 
Racine.

| Above the Ore Docks, 

There are great factories above the ore 
docks. The harvester works of the Deer- 
ing company are there, and some day the 
river will be open for foreign steamers and 
“American as well to ascend to the dock and 
take machinery for other nations for direct 
transit. Now small craft pass them as 
far as Belmont avenue and coal scows 
ascend a block farther to a street railway 
power-house. Beyond that the branch is 
still a brook, running in and out through 
a wilderness of trees and flowers and fields. 
A mile farther up, at Lawrence avenue, a 
great pumping station is to be erected con- 
necting with a tunnel from the lake, and 
from that 20,000 cubic feet of water a min- 
ute will be sent into the stream to flush 
it and bear its sewage out to the drainage 
canal. Before this is done this mile of river 
must be straightened and widened and 
deepened and will become a routg for ship- 
ping to the land beside it. When that is 
done also something must be done at many 
points to prevent danger from even the 
slight current it creates. At the railroad 
bridge near the ore docks the channel is 
so narrow that a single vessel blocks it, 
and is so crooked that an eddy must be

The beloved pastor of twenty years’ high 
standing rose in his own familiar pulpit and 
renounced the faith he so long labored for. 
The devoted husband, whose silver wedding 
anniversary was five years off, publicly an- 
nounced that for eighteen years his had 
been a loveless marriage. The gray-haired 
man and wifé drove together in their old 
phaeton over the roads they knew so well to 
the county seat and pleaded that a divorce 
might be granted them; that their apparent 
happiness for twenty years had been a sham 
and that they could keep up the pretense no 
longer. ly 

The divorce was refused. Together they 
drove back home. There the husband made 
over to his wife the little homestead, with 
its furniture, the horse and phaeton, and 
$150 in money, more than half of what he 
had. For himself he kept a shotgun, a bed-

Years ago emigrants, chiefly from the 
mountain country of the two Carolinas, 
came down the rivers and overland and 
settled the rich farming lands of what is 
now Montgomery County. Montgomery lies 
in the tier of counties just north of St. Louis. 
which was a considerable city when Chica- 
go Was a swamp, and its own antiquity is 
genuine. Its first settlers brought with them 
from the Carolinas their own form of re- 
ligion—that of the Primitive Seventh Day 
Baptists. They built a church at Honey 
Bend, which hamlet today has a population 
of less than a hundred, and laid out beside 
it a little country graveyard, which is al- 
most as old as the county itself. About the 
church, to which many of the farmers for 
miles around belonged, grew a grove of 

splendid oaks, and on Sundays, and Satur- 
days as well, during the annual love feasts 
it is dotted with teams, while family parties 
eat luncheon under the shade. 
On the third Saturday and Sunday of each

People in this vicinity still remember how 
the gossips wondered when the pretty Stc- 
vens girl gave herself into the keeping of 
Ben Querry. But she did, and from the 
first she seemed to enter fully in his life 
and work. For months after their marriage 
young Elder Querry-and his pretty wife 
traveled about the countryside, going into 
several different counties to fill differcnt 
‘missionary appointments. All the hardships 
of ‘the life of a young minister in a strug- 
ling rural community fell to their lot. But 
they faced them all together, and people used 
‘to talk about what a well-mated couple the 
Querrys were. , 
Then, In 1881, the Rev, Mr. Querry—he was 
a full-fledged minister by this time—was 
called to fill permanently the pulpit of the

Primitive Baptist Church at the sweetly 
named hamlet ef Heney Bend. The young 
couple—they were just ever 30—were giad 
enough to get a settled home. They moved 
to Raymond, a town of 1,000 population, six 
miles from the little church, and, after sev- 
eral. years of thrift and careful saving, they 
managed to buy and furnish a pretty little 
home of their own. Behind the house wasa 
garden, where the Rev. Mr. Querry delved in 
the earth and planted seeds. At the end of 
the lot was a stable, for the Querrys had a 
horse and phaeton, and bright and early

people saw them starting away together on 
the six-mile drive to the church at Honey 


Bend. 


No children came to them, and as the years 
went by they, like so many other childless 
couples, seemed to grow closer together be- 
cause of it. 

In the eyes of the strict living and strict 
judging farmer folk to whose spiritual necds 
they ministered Querry and his wife found 
favor from the first. He was a man of great 
apparent sincerity and terribly in earnest;

HEN a man takes a wife he ig not 
Always sure how much is wife and 
how much is the art of the dress- 
maker.

Less Chance for Free Herds. 


But as the farmers pushed West the rang- | 
ing country diminished and the numbers ot 
(cattle increased. It soon became impossi- 


ble to run the great herds as freely as before. 
Ranching companies were formed to conduct 
the business and it began to be handled sci- 
entifically. Fine, blooded cattle were taken 
West for breeding: purposes, and the horn- 
less, real beef cattle began to supplant the 


lean and longhorned variety. Then exper- 


imenters found that alfalfa, a variety of wild 
clover, was better for fattening fodder than 
corn. So the ranching companies took to 
producing this and feeding it to the animals 
in winter. There was less and less of the 
roughing it in winter—the long drives for 
forage and the suffering from weather. Cat - 
tle were driven into corral for the winter 
and fed from the alfalfa stacks. ; 


These blooded cattle proved much more 


dificult to care for than the hardy, half- 
wild Texas steers, and the cowboys of the 
new generation found it necessary, there- 
fore, to master a thousand points that the 
old-timers had never heard of. The raising 
of alfalfa itself became a great enterprise. 


Four crops a year can often be raised of

Winter No Longer Dreaded.

Cattle raising has. become an 
exact business and each company engaged

Better Buildings Needed. 


Fire insurance in the cities could be made 
profitable if double the present rates were 
charged.“ said a La Salle street agent. But 
that is taking the proposition by the wrong 
end. The improvement in underwriting 
would react upon the insurers of buildings. 
They would be ying for a dangerous risk 
rather than b for a safe one at a 
minimum rate. So that we want better 
buildings and more precautions, not higher 

The word Das come to be a 
thing to be smiled at, and yet builders have 
done so well at it that in any given room of 
a building a fire may be started in the fur- 
nishings and trimmings and be left to itself | 
without fear of spread to another apartment. 

This, however, is true of the newer build- 
ings, as a rule. The great question is what 
to do with the old ones. It is conceded that 
with these only fireproofed interior finish, 
rapid systems of spreading alarms, and auto- 
| matic sprinkling devices are easily cor- 
rective of defects. 

Fireproofed wood is not new, but it is only 
in recent years that a process has been per- 
fected which does not damage the wood in 
either serviceability or decorative features. 
After treatment according to the new 
process the only change is a closer grain in 
the wood. After prolonged exposure to fire 
it chars only on the surface, neither flaming 
nor forming coals of fire. After a certain 
period even the most intense heat fails to 
affect the wood, and this charred surface 
has only to be planed off to show the wood 
inside to be unharmed. 


Protection for Warships. 


Since this process was perfected, every 
new ship built by the War department has 
nad its woodwork treated to the solution. 
The Iowa and the Brooklyn are notable ves- 
4° gels which have woodwork treated in this 
way. In even old Udings this fireproof 
wood may be laid for flooring and built into 
doors and window frames without altering 
plans of construction. In this it, would not 
de the purpose to build so that fire would 
not damage, but to build so that the fire 
would not be fed along to the destruction 
of a whole building: or a whole block. 

As a fi® stop for a doorway, a wooden 
door covered with tin on either side, with air 
spaces between, has demonstrated its adapt- 
ability in checking fire. If the doorway is 
to be kept open, a catch of fusible soft 
metal may free it and allow it to slide shut 
‘of ites own weight. 4 
Window openings are the hardest to pro- 
tect.” The common iron shutter is not orna- 
mental; often it is a hindrance to the fire 
department, and more often still it has been 
left open. Then from the outside it gets 
red hot, breaks the glass behind it, arid 
lets in heat enough to set fire to the in- 
terior. 


Affords Light and Protection. 


A new appliance is perfected which assures 
light to interiors and a protection against 
fire. A wire screen with diamond-shape 
meshes an inch across is molded into a sheet 
of glass about three-eighths of an inch 
1 | thick. The action of intense heat on such a 

| window is to heat the glass white hot, while 
the imbedded meshes keep it from falling 
apart. Even if it be melted the glass cracks 
in such a manner as to maintain itself as a 
whole. The philosophy of the combination 
is that the glass keeps the air from the 
wire and the wire keeps the glass from 
crumbling or melting and running away. 

As a window this glass and wire combina- 
tion lets in enough light for ordinary pur- 
poses, but by surface polishing it can be 
made perfectly clear. 

For giving out a quick alarm of fire the 
thermostat, with its easily fusible metal 
Indicator, has worked effectively where con- 
ditions were favorable. A new application of 
the same principle, however, promises to take 
its place. 

This new thermostat is in the form of a 
cable, with wires inside an insulated cover- 
ing. On the main wire is a coating of soft 
metal, easily fused, and after a thin insulat- 
ing coat a dozen fine wires are wrapped 
spirally about the whole and the cable itself 
insulated. 


Cable Gives Fire Alarm. 


This cable may do.the service of any com- 
mon electric wire in anything save lightning, 
but primarily it is for fire alone. The heat 
generated from an ordinary match will melt 
the metal coating on the main wire and this 
metal expands, forcing itself through the 
insulation and by coming in contact with 
one of the small wires closes the circuit and 
sets the alarm bell to ringing.
